I have willingly undertaken, at the request of the Council, to see the accompanying 
pages through the press. 


The editing of the Register of the Dutch Church at Colchester was begun by Mr. Moens in 
1896, or thereabouts; but illness and the pressure of county business combined to delay the 
work, and at the time of his lamented death, which occurred on January 6th, 1904, it was left 
in a measure incomplete. Among the mass of extracts and references accumulated by 
Mr. Moens there was, however, found, in a manuscript needing some slight revision, the 
historical introduction which precedes the Register. This last, with the Appendices, down to 
number XVI. (p. 136), was already in page-proof. My task has therefore been comparatively 
light. The additional documents given in Appendix XVII. were left in manuscript by 
Mr. Moens, and marked as intended to be so included.- These appendices, I may say in passing, 
will prove to be a mine of serviceable wealth to Colchester genealogists. 


Having found no scheme or rough draft of the complete work as the author himself 
envisaged it, I am unable to say to what use he might ultimately have put the manuscript- 
matter, relating to trade and to pedigrees, not employed by him in his Introduction. These 
rough notes and extracts, which are very numerous, will be preserved in the Society’s Library, 
and catalogued as the Moens MS. Collections relating to Colchester. 


There is one thing which I am sure Mr. Moens would have been anxious to do: viz., to 
mention those who aided him in his work. It is obviously out of my own power to do more 
than thank them, in his name, collectively. Many were ‘his willing helpers, as his corres- 
pondence shews; but the meed of thanks due to each he alone could rightly apportion. 


A word as to the Register itself and I have done. It is in the Library of the Dutch 
Church in Austin Friars, where, by the kind permission of the Rev. S. Baart de la Faille, I 
recently had an opportunity of inspecting it. The volume, which is said to have been 
discovered by Mr. Moens in an old box,' and is now on a shelf with other books, is a small one, 
Tin. by 5}in., bound in vellum boards, and fastened by two tapes. A modern inset on the cover 
is lettered ‘ Register of Baptisms in the Dutch Church, Colchester: 19 Oct., 1645 to 22 Dee., 
1728.’ The leaves, which have been very carefully repaired, number one hundred and four, 
exclusive of one old leaf and the mounted fragments of another at the beginning. The 
writing covers both sides of the leaves up to fo. 96. The dorse of fo. 97 is blank. Fo. 98 
contains a heading and three baptisms ; fo. 99 contains three more, the remaining folios being 


blank.

THE STRANGERS AT COLCHESTER—1525-1728. 


THE Refugees from the Low Countries, who came to England for the sake of their 
ing religion, appear to have been soon particularly attracted to the Eastern Counties, which 
160g must in so many respects have reminded them of their native land. Apart from 

isolated instances of immigration, settlements were made by them, at an early period after 
the accession of Queen Elizabeth, at Norwich, Thetford, Colchester, Halstead, and Yarmouth; 
and, later on, at Canvey Island, Hatfield Chase, and Thorney. The Eastern Counties of 
England were as a rule flat and well watered; their sea-ports were convenient, that of 
Yarmouth being well known and much frequented by the foreign mariners, lying, as it did, on 
the chief trade-route to the Netherlands and being largely used by the Dutch fishermen; the 
farmers produced in large quantities wool which, before the above period, had been exported 
to the chief towns of Flanders, where it was woven, much of it being returned to this country 
in the shape of various kinds of cloth. In many ways, therefore, the Eastern counties of 
England were suitable for the settling of the Strangers, the greatest number of whom were 
weavers of says, bays, and other new draperies. 

_ It appears that in 1551 there were fifty-three aliens (i.e. persons not born in England)

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Bucer, the minister of the Dutch Church of Sandwich, wrote on Oct. 23rd, 1562, to the London 
Church, that he would be glad to hear soon about the Colchester business, as such numbers of 


refugees flocked see to them, on account of the persecutions in Flanders, that the town could 
hardly hold them.! Very shortly after this (15€3) it was resolved by the Bailitfs, Aldermen, 
and Common Council of Colchester, to ‘take order’ with the Privy Council ‘for the takinge 


in of the the numbre of Duche men banished for Goddes worde. And for the establishinge of 
their churche in this towne.’ From the subsidy-roll of this year there were, it appears, sixty- 
one aliens in Colchester, the Dutch Strangers having slightly increased.’ 

The little flock had as their minister, John Migrode, who, being one of the Canons of Vere 
in Zealand, had fled to England on his conversion to the reformed religion. In this year 
he was living in Trinity parish and paid a poll-tax of four pence, as did all aliens without 
rateable goods. In 1572, however, he had become possessed of property rated at forty shillings 
and, as an alien, paid a double subsidy to the amount of four shillings He had then removed 
to Greenstead parish. Apparently Migrode may be considered as the founder and first 
Minister of the Dutch Church of Colchester.‘ 

Although Ruytinck relates that the Strangers settled in Colchester about 1565,° the 
formal licence of the Privy Council was not given until March 24th, 1570-1. On August 
Ist, 1570, the town authorities had written to the Council that ‘ whereas of late a number of 
Dutchmen have come to this town of Colchester, about eleaven households, to the number of 
fifty persons, small and great, where they made their abode longer than other strangers have 
been accustomed,’ and on being questioned, ‘answered that they were part of the dispersed 
flock, of late driven out of Flanders, for that their consciences were offended with the Masse; 
and, for fear of the tyranny of the Duke of Alva, to save their lives, and keep their consciences, 
they came into this realm for protection ; and said they came from Sandwich, where for that 
divers others of their country men ¢ame lately over, they thought good to give them place; and 
to see if they could place themselves conveniently in this town; and to that end they made 
request unto us. And further they said, that there were more of their company at Sandwich, 
which, together with these, are to the number of two hundred souls, that minde also, if they 
may be permitted. to come hither to inhabit also: which persons are of such sciences as are 
not usual with us, but weave sackcloth, make needles, parchment, weavours, and such like 
ah 6s and they offer to be obedient to all the lawes of the land and civil constitutions of 
this town. But we dare not presume to give them such Licens of ourselves .. . . . therefore 
we have given them friendly entertainment, untill that we might signifie the same their 
request unto your Honours, which wee most humbly beseech your Lordships to advertise 
us, what your honourable pleasure is, that we may do herein. ...... We cannot but greatly 
commend the same Strangers unto you, for sithence their first coming hither, we finde them to 
be very honest, godly, civill, and well ordered people ; not given to any outrage or excess,’ 

The reply of the Privy Council was very favourable. ‘We are right glad that we first 
commended them unto yon...... and, so long as the said Strangers shall so well follow their 
honest trades and exercises to maintain themselves by their labour, according to God's com-

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mandments and the laws of this realme..... . ye do aid and help them in all things which 

may be commodious for them; and suffer them to enjoy such traffique in buying, selling, 

planting, and other labouring, as hitherto you have done, and as shall not be contrary to the 
laws and statutes of this realme,’ etc. 

Thus the Dutch Strangers and their Church were established at Colchester ; bringing with 
them, as related by Morant, ‘the most valuable trade of Bay and Say making.’ Orders were 
at once given for a return of their names and trades, and this was made by the Bailiffs on 
May 11th, 1571, less than two months after the licence was granted for them to inhabit the 
town. The return, according to households, shewed their full names, cccupations, ages, birth- 
places abroad, and the time they had been in England. The total number was one-hundred- 
and-eighty-five ; of whom fifty-five, having been in the town for some time, are described as 
old Strangers, the remaining one-hundred-and-thirty being new Strangers. Of the whole 
number one-hundred-and-seventy-seven were Dutch (i.e. Flemings); four were French ; and 
four Scotch. Fourteen were described as denizens, and the ‘Howseholdes’ were sixty-six, 
there being eighty-five men, fifty-three women, forty-four children, and twenty-nine servants.” 

Interesting details as to one of these settler-families were given on September 18th, 1590, 
by William Jacob, Mayor of Sandwich. He testified that on March 12th, 1571 ‘one Moyses 
Beaks, the son of Peter Beacks, one of the Dutch congregation in Sandwich, was baptised in the 
parish church of St. Clements there [then used by the refugees], and had for witnesses Marcus 
van Barton and Martinus Tulctmot [?], others of the same congregation: and that on October 
10th, 1568, Abraham Beaks, son of Peter Beaks, was baptised in the parish church of St. Mary 
the Virgin at Sandwich, and had for witnesses Gyles Rute and Peter Ales, two of the Dutch 
congregation there.” 

' The occupations or trades of the new comers were twenty-six, namely: minister (1), 
_ merchant (1), physician (1), surgeons (2), makers of bays (11), folder of bays (1), fuller of bays 
(1), comber (1), cardmaker (1), weavers (3), dyers (2), carpenters (2), turners (2), cordiners (18), 
curiers (2), tailors (3), brewers (3), gardiner (1), hop-planters (6), parchment-makers (2), needle- 
(2), painter (1), glazier (1), pot-maker (1), and labourers (2)—many of which trades, 
according to the letter of the authorities, were ‘such sciences as are not usual with us.’

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would not only have affected the Strangers but would have prevented their working, they not 
having been apprentices in England for seven years toany onetrade. The Strangers generally, 
with those of Colchester, by help of the London Dutch Church, obtained the sympathy and 
aid of a member of Parliament against the proposed bill, which apparently did not pass. 

Amidst the troubles caused them by the English guilds on account of their growing 
prosperity, the hearts of the refugees remained warm towards their suffering compatriots 
abroad. In 1572 some thirty-five of their number, well-appointed men with arquebusses, seven 
or eight of whom equipped themselves, were sent in a vessel of thirty tons, stored with beer 
and provisions, by the Colchester Strangers to Flushing, for service with the Prince of Orange* 
This was part of the force sent over by the members of the other Dutch Churches in England, 
collections being made for the cause in all of them. 

In consequence of the great increase of the refugee-strangers the Privy Council wrote on 
October 26th, 1574, to Lord Cobham, Warden of the Cinque Ports, to make an enquiry as to 
their numbers in Sandwich ; and, if there was found to be a far greater number in that town 
than was allowed by Her Majesty’s grant, the overplus was to be removed into places more 
remote from the sea.’ The reply of the Privy Council to Lord Cobham’s response, was dated 
February 6th following, and was to this effect:—That the Council, if the Walloons were content, 
‘liked well his opinion for the placing of them in Canterburie, and that they had written to the 
Dean and Chapter, and to the Mayor, asking ‘what roome they might have to receave them 
by Esther or Midsomer next’; and ‘touching the Dutchemen, for that their Lordships sawe not 
how, notwithstanding the smalnes of their nomber and their other allegacions conteyned in his 
Lordship’s letter, Her Majestie’s graunt could be dispinsed with, he shold warn them eyther to 
rebate so manye of their ordinarye families as excede their license, or els repaire els where by 
Midsomer next.” 

The increased number of the Strangers in Colchester at this period was thus occasioned 
by the surplus of Dutch being again removed from Sandwich; and that the refugees were 
becoming prosperous as well as numerous, is shewn by an order, made by the town-council on 
February 27th, 1575 [o.s.], for a general aid and collection of forty pounds from the Strangers 
of this towne, as well Duche as Frenche, towards the assessment upon the burgesses and others 
generally, for payment of money borrowed and expended about the town.’ This was probably 
done to allay the complaints that ha! arisen against the new comers,® and arrangements were 
made by the Corporation and the Strangers on April 25th, 1575, that if one half of their 
numbers should at any ,time leave the town, there should be an abatement of one half of the 
composition of twenty pounds for the foreign fine of all the Dutch company, and of the sum of 
eight pounds ‘in consideration that they shall be discharged of any advantage to be taken for 
buying of bayes, the one of the other’; and it was further settled that they should also pay 
, an annual rent for the ‘ Redrowe,’ used as the Dutch Bay Hall.” 

More Strangers were now in the town than apparently could find work, unless it were 
that there were not sufficient fulling-mills to finish off the woven goods for sale. A letter was 
accordingly written to Mr. William Walgrave [Waldegrave], asking for his good will and

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assistance, begging that some of their number at Colchester ‘mought be suffered to dwell in 
the towne of Holstede in Essex, and there to use their trade of making of baies. The Privy 
Council, by letter dated July 13th, 1576, informed Mr. Walgrave ‘that they like well of their 
mocion and thincke it reasonable to be graunted, so that the nomber of howseholdes that shall 
come thither may be set downe in some certeintie and established in such good ordre there as 
the Straingers of Colchester be’; on this being done, their Lordships promised to give their 
best furtherance to the matter Those who were thus permitted to inhabit Halstead 
soon (probably in the year following) petitioned Sir Francis Walsingham that forty families of 
Strangers might be permitted to dwell there and quietly follow their trades.2_ Troubles soon 
arose in consequence of the animosity of some of the townspeople to the new comers, and, not- 
withstanding all the endeavours of the Privy Council to allay the indignation of the Dutchmen$ 
twenty families or more of them removed to Colchester. Thereupon the town of Halstead, in 
or about 1580, petitioned the Council that the Strangers might be commanded to return, there 
to continue their bay-making as before, their departure having much impoverished the 
neighbourhood. Petitions also, numerously signed, were sent from Pebmarsh, Little Maple- 
stead, Yeldham, Colne Engaine, Great Maplestead, Gosfield, Hedingham Sybell, and Castle 
Hedingham, supporting the supplication from Halstead.‘ 

The Dutch soon established a church in Halstead, Joos Verhouve being the minister. On 
May 5th, 1585, the congregation wrote to the London Church that they were in great 
difficulties through his death. A speedy reply was returned, for they wrote again on the 12th 
of the same month accepting with thanks the ‘ offer of sending us your minister, Jan Selot.® 
This little community was much vexed by internal discord, which the new minister could not 
allay, and some of their number went to receive the sacrament in the Colchester Church. 
Further strife was the result of their being received as members, but the Colchester Consistory 
‘considered that it had only done its duty and no wrong. Peace having been restored, the 
Halstead community wrote on Oct. 12th, 1585, to the London Church, that they were on the 
point of losing their privilege, but some families of importance were still with them.’ 

_ They struggled on, but in 1589 were greatly troubled by the English bay-makers, and one 
of their number, Jan Bertolf, who had refused to pay a fine imposed on him by their politic 
: men, broke the agreement made to generally keep together, and on March 19th of this

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town and had gone to live in Colchester.1| This was followed up on May 15th by another 
letter from the Council to the bailiffs of Colchester, pressing them to send six Dutchmen, John 
de Roo, Michael Drybatter, John Forgouer, Oliver van de Pette, Jacob Goye, and Francis Goye, 
back to Halstead; or else to choose six others skilled in the same ‘ art and facultie of making 
baies.* These directions do not, however, seem to have been carried out, as nothing more 
concerning Halstead is recorded in the Dutch Church Archives. 

In the year 1580 some great trouble must have arisen to vex the Strangers in Colchester, 
and that at a time when the greatest sympathy existed between them and the clergy of the 
town. On November 9th Nicholas Chalyner and Robert Lewes, ‘ preachers,’ and others of the 
town, wrote to Walsingham, desiring that their Christian brethren, the Strangers of the Dutch 
Church, might not be expelled from Colchester, their demeanour having been civil, honest and 
godly, and the town having been much benefitted by their employment. /A letter written by 
another of their friends, an English rector and doctor in divinity, may be cited here. 
Dr. Wither was appointed to Danbury in November, 1572, but it is not certain when he 
vacated the living. The next institution took place, according to Newcourt, in 1605, when no 
mention is made of the cause of the vacancy. Dr. Wither’s letter, addressed to Mr. Secretary 
Walsingham, runs as follows :— 

“ Although (ryght-honorable) beinge at this tyme both weake and sicke I ame utterlie 
unmeete to wright, yet y® necessitie of y* cause compelleth and constraigneth me, For y* 
wilfull men who will not see gods manieffold blessinges, do by their inhumanietie towards 
poore afllicted straungers procure gods wrathe upon them selues and others. The good 
example . . . bothe for liefe and religion generallie geeuen bie the straungers durynge 
their abode in Colchester haue ben comfortable to all those that be godlie minded. 
Amongst other benefittes that the towne hath receued bie them this I knowe that a 
number of houses are nowe in verie good reparations whearof no sticke woolde haue 
stoode at this daie if they had not come thither. I speake the thinge I knowe. At that 
time a great number of houses stoode voide and tenantes coulde not be gotten for them at 
anie resonable rent. For gods cause I beseech you to pietie y* poor straungers Thus 
beinge verie evill at ease, and nothinge doubtinge of yo" goodnesse in this behalfe, I 
committ you to y® ite of Almightie god. From Danburie, y* IXth of November 


an® 1580.”

Further arguments in favour of the Strangers were doubtless supplied when the authorities 


at Colchester found out that the law allowed them to be rated like other inhabitants; and, in 
1581, the foreign community complained bitterly of their being again troubled by the magis- — 
trates for heavy exactions and burdens to provide for the English poor.* 

These exactions were always a great grievance to the Strangers in all the towns where 
they had communities ; for, by the terms of their settlement, they were bound to support their 
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own poor. The pay of their ministers was also a heavy charge on their congregations, felt to 
be heavier as they had also to bear their proportion of the rate (at 12d. in the pound on their 
rents) for the payment of the English clergy of the town-parishes. Those possessing goods 
were assessed at double subsidies, and those without property paid a poll-tax of fourpence, 
and sometimes eightpence, which was not levied on natives. To carry out fully this policy of 
rating the Strangers, an order was passed, on Oct. 20th, 1605, by the Town Council that all 
town rates should be charged on the inhabitants of all parishes, ‘the Dutch in every parish, 
as well denizens as not-denizens, to be equally rated, according to their abilities and the dis- 
cretion of the inhabitants of every parish, or the greater part of them. 

At the request of the Consistories of the Dutch and French Churches of London, Captain 
Guillaume Suderman advised from Ostend Sept. 2nd, 1585, that he had visited Colchester to 
seek for recruits for the Netherland forces, and that his deputy had enrolled about thirty-four 
men from their community ; and, further, that he had got eighty-eight from Norwich, all of 
whom had arrived safely at Ostend, but were without arms. A letter also came from the 
reformed Church of Ostend, rejoicing at this reinforcement, but adding that the enemy were 
expected every hour and that Antwerp was lost to their party.® 

To the small body of troops under Sir Walter Walker, sent by the Queen at the entreaty 
of the Prince of Orange, Colchester furnished eight armed men; and the Earl of Leicester, as 
General of the English force, passed through the town on December 6th, 1685, 0n his way to | ~ 
Holland. We may imagine how great was the joy of the Dutch in Colchester when they saw 
English troops on their way to help in the liberation of their fatherland. 

Continued pressure by the town authorities caused the Consistory to complain (by letter 
of March 14th, 1586,) of the persecution to which they were subjected by the Colchester

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Due notiee having been given, a Colloquy of the eight Dutch Churches was held at London 
on May 30th following, the Colchester representatives being Theodorus Van den Berghe, 
Minister, and Francois Everairt and Willem Cosier, Elders. The deputies of the French 
Churches also attended. 

It was formally resolved that a joint Committee should be appointed te see Walsingham 
and inform him that, in regard to the articles furnished by him, all the Churches would 
attend to the importation of corn at the proper time of the coming season, as much as need 
should require and as much as they could do for the common welfare. Walsingham’s deputies 
informed the deputation that the London Churches would have to answer for all the several 
foreign Churches in England. As to the second article nothing was said, Walsingham hoping 
that there would be no more stir about it. 

As to the third, it was said that the French community had strictly to do with this 
matter. With regard to the fourth, reply was made that some Churches had on the whole 
done their duty, considering the idleness of the natives set to work by the Strangers, while 
some of the former were acting like thieves. The answer to the fifth and sixth articles was, 
that all those belonging to the Churches admitted by the Ministers as members, would live in 
all quietness and Christian modesty. 

The Senior Minister of the London Dutch Church recorded that Sir Francis Walsingham, 
the Secretary of Her Majesty, had always been their good friend, who always gave good 
counsel, especially to look after their own import of corn and to take care to provide it also 
for the kingdom ; and generally to carry out the articles? 

In the following June (1586) a certificate of the Dutch Strangers and aliens inhabiting 
Colchester showed the number to be twelve hundred and ninety-three, being men and women, 
455; men-servants, 87; women-servants, 69; children born out of the realm, 176; and 
children born in the realm, 504.3 

On July 14th of this year Walsingham applied to the London Church, as representing the 
other Dutch Churches of England, for a state loan of 800/, for the transport of Captain 
Alexander Dyar's regiment to the Netherlands, the government being then much pressed by 
the general exertions to make the kingdom secure, an attack by Spain being feared. 

In view of the scare caused them some ten years before* the Strangers were, perhaps

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refer to the charge of helping the Prince of Orange, they had recourse to other tactics, and 
replied, asking to be excused, on the ground that they were charged with the maintenance 
of divers ministers and a great number of poor, as well here as abroad. Walsingham expressed 
his surprise at such a cold answer to so reasonable a request, ‘which will geue me cause to 
shewe meself as could lykwyes for myne own part in furthering any request hereafter that may 
concerne you and so I commit you to God.’ This grieved the Strangers, who pleaded that 
they were collecting funds to furnish and send a contingent of their nation, under Captain 
James Hennebert, as desired by the Earl of Leicester, and trusted they would be excused as 
regarded the 8001., as ‘the furnishing of the same Dutche soldiours is as muche, yea more, than 
wee are abell to doo,’! 

Van den Berghe, as deputy for the Colchester Strangers, and on behalf of the other mem- 
bers of the joint committee, thought it advisable to carry the war into the enemy’s quarters; 
so, on July 21st, 1586, he memorialised the Queen and Privy Council with regard to the poor 
condition of their communities, pointing out that Her Majesty had agreed to relieve them of 
all extraordinary charges of the kingdom; but they preferred to bear their share in these. 
As regarded the prisoners across the sea, their charity and affection had been already 
experienced. The Deputies, therefore, hoped that no further burdens would be laid on them.” 

The matter was still pressed, so on Jan. 11th, 1587, the Colchester community informed 
the London Church that they had written to Walsingham to excuse themselves, but would 
delay sending the letter until they had communicated with the other Churches concerning 
Captain Hennebert, who had arrived at Colchester, with his commission, dated Sept. 4th last. 
It was he who had delayed matters, and they did not know how the war was going on. What 
were they to do in the matter? They had incurred great expense in the case of Captain Van 
der Cruyce, and he was discharged almost as soon as he arrived.* The only other particulars 
concerning these captains are that 92/. was collected in 1586 for Van der Cruyce’s expenses, 
and 200/. for those of Hennebert; besides 520l. in respect of Captain Maryan and 60l. for 
Captain Suderman, as returned by the London Consistory.* It does not appear that the 
government's demand for a loan was on this occasion enforced. 

' It appears, however, that the Dutch Strangers contributed their share to the war expend- 
_ ture; and, when a general muster of troops [? militia] was made in Colchester in 1590, all of 
them were called upon to do duty.® 

In 1591, or thereabouts, a petition from one hundred and fifty-three poor natives of Col- 
chester (whose names are attached), complained of the great number of Dutchmen and 

who had settled in the town during the last sixteen years, whereby they were i—~ 
deprived of sustenance for themselves, their wives, and children, provisions being so dear. 
They omitted to mention the work provided for English weavers by the introduction of the

In order to restrain the Strangers from engaging in retail trade it was ordered, on 
amber 13th, 1599, ‘ that every — that should occupy any trade within the towne of 
ester, as well English as rena. '... Should erect and sett up, all the length of their

pain to forfeit for every default therein 10s; and besides to have their shop windows put by.” 

The Dutch at Colchester were evidently doing well, or they would not have experienced 
this constant opposition of the native community, and their prosperous condition was not lost 
sight of by the Privy Council, as a few years later they had to submit to enforced loans for 
large amounts. From a return of February 25th, 1601, we learn the names of one hundred 
and seven Strangers, denizens, ete., to whom privy seals had been issued for loans to the 
amount of 23,200/, an amount representing then much more than it does to-day? of which 
15,4001, ‘with the interest thereof, was still owing to them, as ‘the Strangers’ Loan,’ on 
December 25th, 1608.9 

One of the grievances of the Dutch, both at Colchester and other towns, lay in suits 
prosecuted in the High Courts. Defendants were obliged to come from where they lived in 
order to appear in person and, when required, to find sureties for bail, which they had dith- 
culty in procuring, being unknown away from their place of abode. Francis Everet, Mallior 
Casier, and Paskewe Thomas, complained to the Town Council of Colchester on February 9th, 
1601, that Robert Rowe had sued them in the Court of Exchequer for buying wool contrary 
to the Statute; that they were poor men living by their trade and, being unknown away 
from home, could hardly procure bail. The Council being satisfied by the letters of Sir 
Robert Cecil, Kt., principal Secretary to Her Majesty and Recorder of Colchester, it was 
ordered that in this or any like case, the defendants should put in sureties before the 
Bailiffs of Colchester. Rowe had threatened to act in the same way to all the Strangers; 
whence it seems to appear that this was a case of blackmail. 

Everet and his friends had been wise enough to produce the decree of the Barons of the 
Exchequer, which provided that Strangers not able to find bail when sued away from their 
town, should be allowed to appear by their attorneys; or else put in bail in their town of 
abode. This he requested might be enrolled.’ 


eins On the accession of James IL. the Norwich Dutch Church wrote to London that 
1008-1685 they had heard that the brethren of Colchester would join in greeting the new 
Sovereign, and in endeavouring to obtain some confirmation of their privileges.* 
The latter Church, on June 8th, 1603, expressed their joy at hearing of the address made to 
the King [on May 23rd] by the two Churches of London, in the name of all the foreign 
communities, and of His Majesty’s gracious reply, adding ‘that they all had reason to 
thank the Lord.” ; 
The answer of James I. to the congratulations offered by M. de la Fonteyne, Minister of 


the French Church of London, was to the effect that His Majesty would, like the late Queen, — 


act well to the Strangers, who on account of religion had taken refuge in England. It was in 
harmony with these professions that on December 31st, 1603, a letter was sent by the Privy 
Council* to the Bailiffs, stating that the Strangers residing in Colchester, being very beneficial 


not only to the town itself, but also to the neighbourhood, it was needful that they should be

cherished and supported against any malicious charges. Especial care was to be taken that the 
Strangers should be in no way molested by unjust practices, and that they should enjoy quiet 
exercise both of their religion and their trades, as they formerly enjoyed it; and that all 
disturbers of them should be punished. It was also enjoined that the Statute of 21 Henry 
VUL. should not be enforced against them, as they did not assemble or congregate together, as 
alleged, or in any way deal corruptly; but lived honestly, peaceably, and quietly, in all 
obedience and duty, to the great benefit, profit, and commodity of the town of Colchester and 
and country thereabouts, etc.; that the indictments and presentments against them should be 
stayed, and that they should be permitted to use their assemblies, orders, privileges, and free- 
doms, in all respects as formerly ; also, that the Strangers should submit themselves to the orders 
and usages regarding their trades. Time was taken to digest these commands, but the 
Colchester Council finally passed an order in accordance with them on February 18th, 1605 
[O.S.} 

In the interval between the two events, in February, 1604, it had been decided by the 
Dutch Churches to petition the King for an extension of their old privileges, and a grant of 
new ones, in lieu of others found to be of no advantage to them. Of this project the Colchester 
Strangers expressed their approbation, and willingly joined with the other Communities in 
thus endeavouring to promote the common welfare.” 

When the English were hurt by any Privy Council Order affecting them, they were not 
backward in representing their case. On February Ist, 1607 (N.S.), the Bailiffs remonstrated 
with Salisbury against the imposition on Merchant-Strangers of a double duty on Bays, 
which would tend to the overthrowing of that trade, ‘the cheifest Comoditie made within 
this town of Colchester.’ If the increase of duty be effected ‘the Merchaunts Strangers 
whoe hithertoe have imployed themselves in the buyeinge upp of those comodities, being

That 
their orders in their Church and Assemblies shall be tolerated, notwithstanding any law, 
statutes, or ordinances, to the contrary. And the Justices, Bailiffs, and Aldermen of Colchester 
were charged and commanded to permit and suffer the said Strangers of the Dutch Church, 
and those who at any time thereafter might reside there, peaceably to use and enjoy all liberties 
and freedoms intended in this ordinance and grant, without any molestations of any kind 
It appears that the costs to the Strangers of this grant, so important to them and their trades, 


were as follows:— 
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The Strangers were thus for a time relieved from all their late troubles so far as regarded 
informers under the provisions of old statutes. Difficulties, however, arose in the foreign 
congregations owing to unruly members, who would not submit to the censures of the consis- 
tories or to synodal decrees. In 1611 the Dutch congregations petitioned the Archbishop, 
complaining of offenders who joined the Anglican parish churches and received the Sacrament, 
without having been reconciled with God and the several congregations whom they had 
offended® In 1615 (Aug. 9th) John King, Bishop of London, formally confirmed the discipline 
of the Dutch Churches of London and Colchester, and ordered that no member of their con- 
gregations, being censured, should depart from his foreign church till he was censured or else 
reconciled with it; and that, if he departed, he should not be admitted to the services or com- 
munion by the English minister of the Parish Church.t Thus none of the Strangers could obtain 
work, or even reside openly in the town, unless he was a member of the authorised Dutch 
community, and duly subject to its ordinances. 

In the sixteen parishes of Colchester in 1616 the number of the Dutch born abroad was 
248, and of their children and servants born in England, 1028; of whom 583 lived in St. Peter's 
parish.’ This increase of the Strangers could not but cause pressure on the native population — 
and merchants, and, as has ever been the case, the latter sought fresh means of holding their 
own. The serge-makers made a presentment of their grievances against the Dutch in 1616.° 
On June 30th of the same year the King ordered that the Strangers of the Dutch and French 
Churches should not be molested in the exercise of their trades, on the ground that they were 
not free of the City of London, nor had served apprenticeship.’

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The merchants and mariners of Colchester also complained to the Privy Council that the 
Strangers shipped native-made goods, as well as those of their own, in foreign bottoms, ‘there 
being a greate concourse of Strangers shippinge unto that port, to the loss and prejudice of 
the town, their own shipping being decayed and their merchants impoverished. The 
matter was referred to the Attorney General, who conferred with the judges to consider 
what could be done for the relief of the petitioners. They found ‘that there is just 
cause to releive them, not only in respect of the good estate of that towne, but also for the 
better mayntayninge of the Navey of this Kingdome, whereof their shippinge isa parte.’ It 
was agreed that no other remedy was needed but a due execution of the Statutes of 5 
Richard IL, and 4 Henry VII, which they found to be in force and affecting all aliens, both 
denizens and those born in England of Stranger-parents. That the penalty was forfeiture of 
merchandize so shipped when there was sufficient English shipping to be had. And that 
the said Statutes were ordered to be enforced by the proclamation of 13 James I., which, they 
said, had done ‘a greate deal of good.’ They recommended that the Privy Council should 
make an order in accordance with the same, and also direct their letters to the Buailiffs, requiring 
them to take care to have sufficient English ships for the trade of the Strangers. 

The Privy Council confirmed the report and ordered (December 18th, 1616), ‘that noe 
Strainger, made Denizen, nor any Natives descended of Strangers’ parents, usinge the trade of 
Marchantes, doe fraight in the Porte of Colchester any Strangers’ ship or vessell when they 
may have sufficient of English. And likewise that lettres should be writt to the Bayliffes of that 
town for provision of English shippinge upon all occasion. 

The result of these orders was the wholesale smuggling by the Strangers of woollen goods 
out of the kingdom, which proceedings were styled the ‘owling trade.’ This was often carried 
out with the cognizance of the Customs’ officers. Henry Stephenson and John Reynolds, both 

of Sandwich, gave evidence (on Dee. 21st, 1619), that they saw fifteen packs of wool or bays 
privately carried at night to the seaside, on Feb. 23rd, 1617, exported by Peter Mace, Jasper 
Brames and others, Dutchmen. Of this they informed John Clark, of Deal, an officer, but 
me Oe bribed him to keep it secret.? 
A eC is probable that some of the difficulties which arose between the Corporation and the 
- J ate ch did not come formally before the Town Council, as is shewn by an order agreed to on 
April 15th, 1617, that letters from the Privy Council to the Bailiffs and the other Justices, for 
“ the ‘h ‘ing and ordering’ such differences, should be answered by the Bailiffs and Aldermen 
as a vis aby their Counsel, at the general charge of the town.’ ~ 
: . Others outside the town apparently interfered in these cases, as the Attorney-General and 
Solicito G neral advised the Privy Council on July 5th following, that their order, that 
en residing in Essex should join with the Bailiffs of Colchester in deciding the contro- 
- bet n the inhabitants and the Dutch Congregation, was contrary to the charter of the 
ich forte other oiermede in their causes, They also advised the enforcement 
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which permitted all that were of the Dutch Congregation, who at any time inhabited the 
town, to exercise their weaving and other trades.' 

Progressive ideas did not suit some of the complainants. One man, whose name is not 
given, wrote in 1621 to the authorities desiring the overthrow of ‘ that devilish invention of 
loomes brought in by Strangers, which, by working twelve to twenty-four shuttles at once, 
are the destruction of many poor.” 

Wishiag to visit Scotland in the year 1617, and being short of money owing to his having 
involved himself in the troubles of the Palatinate, King James endeavoured to raise a loan, to 
which the Dutch merchants in England, on the request and notes of hand of Sir Noel Caron, 
their ambassador, contributed a sum of 20,0001. On this sum interest was paid for one year, 
and then left in default. The King’s Ministers had signed bonds as security for the loan, so 
that they, as well as the lenders, became anxious as to the payment of the interest and the re- 
payment of the capital. Sir Noel Caron was, accordingly, instructed to bring the matter to the 
King’s notice, and to present the humble supplication of the Strangers for repayment of the 
large sums owing to them. 

His Majesty regarded the Strangers as fair game, and, ignoring the loan and interest, he 
set to work to extort further large sums under the cover of old Statutes. Their petition, and 
the application of the Envoy, were sent to the Solicitor-General, who at once* commenced pro- 
ceedings in the Star Chamber, and issued writs of ne exeat regno against selected Stranger- 
Merchants, forty in number, demanding a bail of 2,000/. of each defendant, who, in default, 
was committed to Newgate. Remonstrance was in vain; the proceedings were pushed on, and 
the evidence of ‘bankrupts, beggars, theives, rogues and such like’ was given against the 
victims. These witnesses swore that the Merchant-Strangers of the various towns had 
exported the sum of 2,740,000/. in coin and bullion out of the country in three years: which 
amount was later on enormously multiplied by the Solicitor-General. The defence was that 
no such sum existed or had been coined at that time.® Other.defendants were added, to the 
number of a hundred and sixty persons, who were charged by the Attorney-General ; but 
the King, being informed that there was no great amount of evidence and that some of it 
belonged to a period before certain of the defendants had come to England, instructed the 
judge to defer giving sentence until judgment against all the prisoners could be given at once.’ 

The Dutch Government moved in the matter, but to no purpose ; although their Ambassa- 
dor testified to the impossibility of the truth of the evidence. The Judges, thirteen in number, 
found all the defendants guilty and condemned the following persons to pay fines :—

Thus not only was the royal loan left undischarged, but 139,500/. levied through testimony 
thus characterised by Pieter van Loor: ‘those who on such evidence take away a man’s goods 
may take away his life if they chose’; and he declared that he would leave England. 

The Merchant-Strangers affected were at once committed to the Fleet Prison, one of them 
named Burlamachi, had however ‘made his peace for 10,000/. ready money.* On receiving 
petitions from all quarters, Caron, at Eastertide, 1620, again interceded with the King, by 
whose ‘princely justice’ the fines were reduced to 60,000/. Van Loor, de Quister, Burlamachi, 
and Gillis van de Putte having been reserved to be dealt with according to the royal pleasure, 
de Quister and Burlamachi were, on August 25th, 1620, discharged of 4,000/. each, with a 
general pardon ; while van de Putte was discharged of 3,000/.4 It is probable that these, with 
van Loor (who on July 30th was discharged of the fine of 20,000/.) escaped without making any 
payment, the last named soon afterwards receiving the honour of knighthood. A sum of 34,0001. 

_ was paid by the other sufferers, who raised the money as best they could, the original loan of 
 20,000/., with the overdue interest (6,000/.), contributing to make up the required amount.’ 
| On settlement being made, Caron gave up the security he had received from the 
fem! but he appears to have advanced 18,000/. (or, by another account, 26,0001.) of his own 
to enable the suffering Strangers to find the 34,000/. demanded of them. 

Privy Council on July 5th, 1621, wrote (as ‘ y* verie loving friends,’) to the Minister, 
aa Deacons of the London Dutch Church to the effect that, as Sir Noel de Caron as

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from their fines, they having so far only paid the sum of 24,0001. He enclosed the names of 
fourteen Privy Councillors bound to him for the payment, with interest, of 20,0001. borrowed 
from him for his Majesty's requirements in 1617.1 

On the same date the Ministers, Elders, and Deacons of the French Chureh begged to be 
excused from levying the great sums demanded by Sir Noel de Caron, few of those concerned 
in the export of gold’ belonging to the congregation, and those few being poor men. They 
further urged that their Ministers were dependent on the voluntary benevolence of their people, 
and that their adoption of the plans suggested to raise the money would cause the abandon- 
ment of the church and their ruin. Although Sir Noel made every effort to obtain it, the 
26,000/. seems to have been still unpaid at the time of his death, which occurred at the end of 
1624. 

The King having thus successfully achieved the fleecing of the richest of the London 
Merchant-Strangers, his ministers and their sycophants thought it the right time to shear the 
smaller men engaged in various trades in all the towns where the Strangers dwelt. Several 
of the members of the Privy Council and other high officials vied with each other, in the 
summer of 1621, in concocting schemes for effecting their purpose, Sir Robert Heath, the 
Solicitor-General, taking a leading part in this work. Registration and fees on taking the 
oath of allegiance; a commission to repress these Strangers; depreciation of the value of 
foreign money ; rates on the cash price of cloth made; quarterly taxes on their persons and 
servants; duties payable for legalized privileges; compulsory taking of apprentices; a 
quarterly house-tax ; annual fines to reduce their numbers ; licences to trade; conditions for a 
grant of incorporation of the foreign congregations in England ; a fine on their profits of twelve 
pence in the pound ; these and other exactions were all proposed, and details of the proposals 
are to be found in the State Papers at the Record Office. 

Sir Robert Heath drew up a note of modes of dealing with aliens (probably a memorandum 
to be laid before the Council) which included proposed orders concerning those Strangers allowed 
toremainin the country—at Norwich, Canterbury, Colchester, Sandwich,and Dover.t Action 
was at once taken and a commission, under the sign-manual, was given to the Lord Keeper, 
Lord High Treasurer, Attorney, Solicitor-General, and others, to consider theStatutes regarding 
aliens, and to induce them to conformity with these laws, especially such as had reference to 
not selling by retail and the use of handicraft trades; or else to modify the laws for the better 
convenience of Strangers and the good of the subjects, under such directions as His Majesty 
should from time to time prescribe.’ The King had evidently forgotten his promises to the 
Strangers on his accession and was hardening his heart against them. At the same time 
directions were given by the King to the commissioners for Aliens to take a yearly account of 
all aliens residing in England. The wholesale merchants were to be allowed to continue to — 
trade, they apparently having been sufficiently bled; but all retailers were to be restrained, : 
unless they submitted to restrictions as to their servants and apprentices. They were, 
moreover, to pay quarterage, as the English did in their several companies; but those who 


were servants to the English were not to be taxed —o apis ane ge All Strangers were 
18.P.D., Jac. L, CXXIL, 43. ; 
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to give bonds to keep these orders, or else depart the kingdom; and refractory persons were 
to be dealt with by law. Those who were householders were to pay twelve pence, and all 
others, above six years of age, sixpence, as registration fees.’ 

On January 16th, 1622, Buckingham requested Dr. John Williams, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, and others, to arrange a meeting to forward the business of the Strangers, as only 
one was required to complete what was necessary to make the aliens pay what was demanded? 
The Dutch and French Churches, their members being so hard pressed, petitioned the 
King, in March, 1622, stating that the new burdens were insupportable; that they paid 
contributions both to the parishes and to their own congregations, as they bore offices in both ; 
that they paid duties to their halls and double assessments to their parish Churches; and that 
they kept their own poor, many in number, from begging in the streets. They therefore 
usked to be relieved from persecution, according to the King’s letter of June 30th, 1616, to the 
Courts of Justice and all his subjects, ordering them ‘to permitt and suffer the said Strangers, 
members of the outlandish Churches and their children, to enjoye the continuance of our said 
favors before declared in this behalfe without anye further sutes and proceedings against 
them. ® 

The authorities at Colchester took this opportunity to work against the Strangers residing 
there. The Bailiffs,on April 29th, 1622,* sent to Sir Thomas Coventry, the Attorney General, 
and Sir Robert Heath, the Solicitor General, a statement of the grievances inflicted on the 
English inhabitants by the aliens, who then numbered 234 Stranger householders, 379 house- 
holders born of Dutch parents, 798 children, and 124 servants born in England.© A memorial 
from the English clothiers, bay and say makers, and others of the town, was also enclosed to 
the new Commissioners for Aliens, of their grievances occasioned by the Dutch congregation, 
who usurped, as they alleged, the searching and sealing of the woollen goods; traded beyond 
their assigned limits; exported money for imported goods; engrossed trade; did not use 
apprenticeship; gave insufficient wages ; and pretended they were independent of the Cloth- 
workers Company. A certificate was attached to this petition by the BDailiffs, complaining 
especially against thirteen resident aliens, who acted as factors for foreigners and exercised 
other trades as well. A note was added, stating that the English tailors and wire-drawers 
desired the suppression of the aliens who injured their trades. The tailors (93 in number) also 
_ petitioned against William Thegraue [? de Grave] and eight other Dutchmen who exercised their 

trades in the town to their great prejudice.’ At this period there were 300 workers of bays 
and new draperies at Norwich ; 250 at Colchester; 200 at Canterbury; and 150 at Sandwich.’ 

The Justices of Essex supported the Bailiffs of Colchester by informing the Privy Council, 

on May 13th, 1622, that the complaints regarding the manufacture of cloths in the county 

were well founded, and arose chiefly from the makers of the new draperies ignoring the Statutes 
- for making such goods, and from their not regarding the laws of apprenticeship: so that un-

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skilful persons exercised the trade, and the Justices knew of no remedy but through the 
[Privy] Council! The same authorities pressed the case again two days later, at the same 
time stating that no new draperies, bays, or fustians, were being made in the country.? 

On May 14th, 1622, the King ordered Heath, the Solicitor-General, to prepare a grant, with 
survivorship, to Robert Tichborne and Robert Seliard, of the office of Receivers of the sums 
levied by the Commissioners for Aliens on the Strangers for licenses to continue their trades in 
England ; and also to draft a warrant for the grantees to pay the amounts received in equal 
parts to the Marquis of Buckingham and Philip Herbert, Earl of Montgomery, another great 
favourite of the King.? This was the outcome of the new department to regulate the Strangers 
and their trades, and evidently furnishes the reason why Buckingham was so much interested 
in the matter. 

On June 5th petition was made to the King to recall his permission to the Dutch and 
French congregations to work at any trades in towns; and on the same day the Dutch and 
French Churches in the kingdom directly petitioned the King for exemption from the jurisdie- 
tion of the new Commissioners, as they supported their own churches and poor, paid double 
parish church-rates, and employed many English. His Majesty was also reminded that he had 
exempted them in 1616 from molestation by informers for not observing the apprenticeship 
laws.* 

His Majesty’s reply to this petition, dated June 8th, curtly informed them that ‘Commis- 
sioners in whome we put confidence’ had been appointed, ‘to which wee wish the Petitioners 
to conforme themselves without troubling us further in that whereof we are resolved,’—very 
slight comfort for the poor Strangers, who had been told that the following new taxes would 
be imposed on them, viz., ‘of handicraftsmen, for each master of a family, 40s. per annum; 
and for every servant, being a Stranger, 20s. per annum; and for every servant, being 
English and not bound for seven years by Indenture 10s. per annwm; and of merchants 
using exportacion and importation of goods, for each master, 263.8d. per annwm—and the 
payment of half the custome of the goods they buy and sell.” 

Letters Patent had already been issued on June 5th for a yearly survey of all Strangers 
residing in England, and their professions, with orders for their regulation and the rates the 
Strangers-born were to pay, whether they were denizens or not;® and in the same month 
lists of the aliens were sent to the Commissioners from various towns inhabited by them. 
The Commissioners then formally ordered, on September 2nd, that Strangers selling to 
Strangers, or others, English goods, should pay one half the export custom dues on such 
commodities, as such retailing was hurtful to home-trade.’ 

On a complaint from the Company of Dyers of London restrictions were also put on 
Strangers exercising that craft, on whose goods seals were ordered to be affixed by the Dyers’ 
Company of London, who were to register them and charge fees,* the amount being fixed by 
the Commissioners and noted. In the following March the Dutch chandlers petitioned for 
relief from the duty of one penny per dozen on candles sold by wholesale, and from the prohi- 
bition to sell by retail.®

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The whole matter of thus bringing the Strangers formally under the determined restrictions 
and payments, was finally settled by Letters Patent dated December 23rd, 1622, the Commission- 
ers for Aliens being the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, the Lord High Treasurer, the Lord 
President of the Council, Sir John Suckling, Kt.. P.C., Sir Thomas Coventry, Attorney-General, 
Sir Robert Heath, Solicitor-General, Sir John Brooke, Sir Thomas Fowler, Sir Thomas Grymes, 
Sir George Paull, Sir Henry Spiller, Kt., Thomas Fanshaw, Esq., Robert Tichborn, and 
Robert Seyliard, Gentlemen.! 

Another petition from the Strangers of the Dutch and French Churches in England was 
presented to the Privy Council, March 7th, 1623, complaining of the Commission, any three of 
which had power “to laye sundrie injunctions and annual payments upon the persons of the 
s* Strangers... by meanes whereof they sh‘ be disabled to live and exercise their vocations 
within this realme.” On the same day it was ordered by the Council, “that a copy of the 
said petition shall be given to Mr. Atturney and Mr, Sollicitor Generall, who are to inform 
their Lordshipps on tuesday next, what proceedings have bene in the said commission, and 
upon what reasons it is grounded: and that the execution thereof shall be suspended, and 
all suits and proceedings thereon in any of His Majesties Courts shall cease, untill the Board 
shall give further order therein.” A copy was also sent to the Dutch Church of London? 

The Council evidently felt that matters had been pressed too hardly against the Strangers, 

and their petition caused a great commotion in the ranks of those who, behind the scenes, 
were interested in plundering them, having already obtained warrants for the distribution of 
the booty between the two peers already named. On the same day Sir Robert Heath, the 
Solicitor-General, who had been Recorder of London, wrote privately to Lord (the name 
being judiciously left blank) that the petition from the Strangers, complaining that the tax 
required from them was an insupportable burden, had been well received by the Privy 
Council, and that he had been ordered to give an account of the proceedings of the Commission. 
He thought the orders made were just, reasonable, and advantageous to English subjects, but 
feared they would be received with prejudice. He therefore wished the further consideration 
of the affair postponed until the return of Buckingham, who had taken great pains about it, 

understood it well, and had an interest in it; but he thought it well not to mention his name. 

He begged that an order might be obtained from the King to the Council to allow the matter 
to lie over for His Majesty’s own further hearing.® 

The authorities of the city of London now found that the restrictions on the Strangers 
would affect English trade generally, anda week later Heath assured Sir Humphrey Handford, 
one of the Sheriffs of London, of the groundlessness of the suspicion that the Commission 
regarding the Strangers would undermine the city’s liberties, and that the King would grant 

_ any security that might be devised. He hoped that these idle fears would not prevent their 

accepting the benefits intended.* He forgot to add that, with the exception of pickings for 

| sundry officials, these benefits were exclusively for Buckingham and Montgomery. The former 

| pre off to Spain not long before, and nothing more is heard of any action against the 

ranger by the Solicitor-General, who was so inimical to them. All were, apparently, 
“relieved of the Commissioners for Aliens, the acts of this department being consigned to” 
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oblivion ; and the members of the Dutch and French Churches of England enjoyed compara- 
tive peace, until there arose the persecution of Archbishop Laud, in 1634 and the following 


years. 


On the accession of Charles I. the foreign Churches, represented by some of their 
Charles I. ministers, waited, according to custom, on the King (on April 30th, 1625) to offer 
1625—1649 their congratulations, tendered by Gilbert Primerose, Pasteur of the French 
Chureh of London, in a set oration in the French language. The gracious 

answer of His Majesty was as follows :— 

‘Je yous remercie et vous asseure que je continuerai envers vous la mesme faveur que 
vous avez regeue du Roy, mon pere: et espere que mon mariage ne vous apportera aucun 
dommage, ains (?ainsi) me sera une occasion de faire beaucoup de bien aux Eglises dela mer,’* 

In the month of June following certain ‘ Direccofis touching Strangers according to his 
Mat* Comission under the great Seale of England’ were drawn up and signed by the Com- 
missioners thereto appointed. These, which will be found in an Appendix,’ directed the 
keeping of a Register of the Strangers, with their trades or professions, and imposed on them 
a sort of poll-tax of 1l. 6s. 8d., payable by quarterly instalments. They were debarred from 
retail trade, and other restrictions were placed on their freedom, Handicraftsmen who had 
not served an apprenticeship were to pay certain fixed sums quarterly, ‘that soe he that doth 
most work in the prevencion of the English, shall pay most;’ but the certified poor were to 
be exempt. Intended primarily for London, the directions were also specifically applied to 
Norwich, Canterbury, Sandwich, Colchester, and other towns inhabited by the Strangers. 

But the new King was as good as his word, and in November, 1626, he renewed the man- 
date of protection granted by King James in 1616 to all courts of justice, to permit all 
Strangers, being handicraftsmen of the French and Dutch Churches, to work at their handi- 
crafts without suits or molestation. Trade in Colchester was at this period in a very bad 
way, for the plague had broken out in the town in June. In April of the following year the 
Bailiffs, Aldermen, and Burgesses, petitioned the Privy Council to be excused from furnishing 
a ship of 200 tons ‘furnished with men of warre and provisions for four months for the King’s 
service. They urged that the plague still continued ‘to the utter overthrow of traffick and 
generallie to the impoverishing of the inhabitants,’ and that, beside their ‘ barre’ of trading for 
new draperies and bays, which was the chief support of the town, they had lately lost six 
ships, ‘taken at sea,’ they therefore requested to be excused. 

In 1630 the English bay-weavers of the town informed the authorities that, Sead 
obtained the true workmanship of weaving and making bays, in as good a sort as the Dutch 
congregation, they wished to be free from the wardens of the foreign Bay-hall imposing 
forfeiture and fines on them, which would drive them to forsake their trade.’ This probably 
was lightly considered, as the fines, etc., paid by the English weavers were handed over to the 
Corporation, and divided ae the — ha for the relief of their English poor. 
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On March 8th the Bailiffs of Colchester reported to the Privy Council that five or six 
Dunkirkers had lain up and down the coast for two months and captured divers ships, and 
prayed that some course might be be taken to prevent ‘this daily robbery;’ and on the 
following day they further informed the Council that the merchants trading with Holland, 
and also the captains of vessels that ‘go from port to port’ complained that, by reason of the 
Dunkirkers, their ships dare not leave the harbour, especially two laden with goods to the 
value of 10,000/., bound from Colchester for Holland, which dared not go to London to seek a 

convoy. Prayer was made that the coasts might be cleared." 

In the winter of 1630-31 corn was very scarce in the Colchester market, on account, as 
was alleged, of the farmers, especially John Convers and Lancelot Baker, being very negligent 
in supplying the wants of the town ‘so that the poor people are almost ready to famish and 
to commit outrage.’ Petition was therefore made to the Privy Council that the two farmers 
named should ‘ be sent for by warrant.” 

Not long afterwards the Council was the recipient of a petition of the English bay and say 
makers of Colchester, against the Dutch engaged in the same trade in that town, and a draft 
in the handwriting of Attorney-General Heath gives the results arrived at by those appointed 
to look into the matter® The Commissioners for the business of the Strangers, having taken 
into their consideration all the complaints made, recommend to the following effect :— 


1,—That the number of the Strangers shall not be increased. 


2.—That any surplus shall ‘ put themselves to the English’ fora year, according to law. 
That they shall not ‘draw in’ any new stuffs before unmade; but shall bring any such, if made, 
to the English Hall. 


3.—That as the English complain that Dutch skippers come with their vessels to the town 
of Colchester with commodities, such as linnen, wine, and oil, and receive ready money for the 
same, and carry away nothing else, which is a great wrong to the kingdom and doth more 
concern the public state of the realm than the Dutch company of the said town, we recommend 

_ His Majesty and his Privy Council to remedy the same. 


__ -4.—It being complained that Dutch factors of the town buy the Dutch bays from the 

makers and not in the public market, ‘we think it fit that the market be not forstalled ;’ that 
‘ish and Dutch makers should expose them for sale in the public market, for the English 
ger merchants ‘may be equal in means to buy the said goods.’ 
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8.—We consider that the searchers of all bays and says shall apply themselves to the 
Dutch and English in both halls, so that all lengths shall be alike. 


9.—We consider that both the English and Dutch shall agree on the ev to be given to 
the poor weavers, and if they cannot agree, upon that the justices shall rate the same. 


10.—That the English and Dutch shall conform themselves to the government when any- 
thing shall arise at the Dutch or English Halls. 


11.—That no tailors or other tradesmen of handicraft, Strangers, shall be hereafter 
admitted amongst them ; but such as are already admitted housekeepers may continue, so as 
they conform to the general orders and directions concerning Strangers. 


12.—Whereas the wire-drawers have explained that they are increased to a great number 
in and about Colchester; but, by reason of the Strangers buying their wire from beyond the 
seas and of that ‘wyde’ have their cards made here by Strangers, which is all as if the 
bought the cards themselves from beyond the seas, which is by law prohibited, we thin 
that the English wire-drawers, making as good and as serviceable ‘wyer’ and not enhancing 
the prices, should be set on work and not be prevented of their labour by any such evasions. 


That the Dutch of Colchester promptly replied to the complaints and the recommend- 
ations, may be inferred from a draft headed :— 


‘The complaint of the English Bay and Say makers in Colchester, against the Dutch, and 
ther awnsweres exumined and weyed togeather.’ 


1.—That the increase was not caused by Strangers, but by those born in England of 
Stranger parents; and these were of their own Congregation. They considered that their 
numbers were ‘ not to be stinted’; while the English conceived they should not exceed two 
hundred. 


2.—The English say that the Dutch, under colour of being Strangers, search the stuffs of 
those [of their Congregation] born in England. This was not meant, but the search should be 
by the English, according to the Statute. 


3.—They agreed that they would not make stuffs which they did not previously make, 
and say that what they now make, are such as they are allowed to make ; and upon this they 
are at issue. 


4.—It was agreed on both sides to be a fault in those who commit it. 
5.—That a fault must be answered by the individual who commits it. 
6.—They are at issue. The fault is to be Jaid on those who commit it. 


7.—The English affirm that they must not, according to law, use several trades. They 
answer that, in the rag tent, there is an exception for the Dutch, and if it be a practice 
of the Strangers, it is doubtful if it be a fault. 


8.—The Dutch must be bound apprentices for seven years by indentures, or else suffer 


according to the law. 
9.—That the English object to thicking in the Mill. 
10.— See this statute and if it be an offence, it must be reformed.’ 
11.—This clause deals with the Aulnager and the question of Shrinkage. 
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13.—It must be discerned by meee eg el the English and Dutch charters, orders, and 
provisos together, and what is fitt must be done. 


14.—For Taylors—they are not within the benefite of the priviledge. 


15.—Nor other trades: for cardmakers and wire-drawers I conceave this to be fitt. If 

the English can make good wyre at reasonable rates, and soe cardmakers, it is fitt they should 

vf of English wyre and not fett [ ? fetch] it from beyond the seas. If the cardmakers Dutch 

ill not applye themselves hereunto, they must be supprest by Lawe, and more especially if 
any Straunger fett wyre from beyond the seas and sell it againe in England. 


16.—The allowance must be for newe comers, by the allowance of the Bayliffe, But by 
lawe Straungers must serve the English. 


17.—For Sayes. The English object the Dutch may not vary into newe formes of stuffe : 
but keep themselves to the old formes. Soe the question is wheather varing (sic) in bredth or 
other circumstances be a variing in such substaunce as is [ends]. 


It was now the turn of the towns themselves to be squeezed, for the Attorney-General 
called in question the privileges of Colchester on a Quo warranto. To this they pleaded and 
the plea was allowed, with confirmation of their privileges. But a new Attorney-General, 
William Noy, in 1633, issued a fresh writ to the great trouble and discontent of this great 
Corporation, ‘which sets on work the inhabitants of the town and ten miles around, and sends 
weekly to London 3,000/. worth of bays and says; besides the trade which it has by sea.* On 
this the Bailiffs and Commonalty petitioned the King, praying a reference to the Privy 
Council, that the King might be informed of the truth of the premises: which reference was 
granted*® Accordingly on Dec. 4th, the Council, having considered the matter and learned that 
the town had agreed to resign their old charter, the Lords ordered the Attorney-General to 
call the petitioners before him, to take order for such resignation, and to make a draft of a new 
charter as ‘might best stand with the good government of the town.* This new charter was 

-finally granted on July 9th, 1635, and contained certain restrictions with regard to foreigners.’ 

The ill-feeling between the English tradesmen and the Strangers was again displayed in 
that year (1635), when the Master, Wardens, Assistants, and others of the Company of 
Clothiers of Colchester, petitioned the Privy Council to the effect that the town contained 
sixteen parishes and many thousands of people, whose chief maintenance was by the trade of 

_ elothing; that King James I. granted them a charter, dated July 5th, 1618, for the better 
government of their trade, with liberty to export bays, says, and other stuffs of new drapery, 
to any places abroad: which privileges had been of late denied, whereby their trade had been 

much prejudiced. They, therefore, prayed that they might be enabled to enjoy what had 
been granted them. The Council considered this on May 29th and referred the matter to the 

- Governor and Court of the Merchant Adventurers of London, who traded to Spain and Portu- 

gal, with an order to make a report on the following Wednesday.’ This report was presented 

«on June 3rd. The Court therein alleged that the goods made by the Strangers at Colchester 
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were mostly sent weekly to London, and were purchased there by the Merehant Adventurers, 
the demand in London at this time being, it was added, greater than the quantity made. It 
was considered that benefit might accrue by the trade being brought under Government 
inspection.’ 

This did not suit the bay-makers, who on July 10th, wrote from Colchester to the Privy 
Council in answer to the suggestion made :— 

(1) That those had been punished who of late had been delinquents in over stretching 
their bays; (2) That there was no false stamping [ie. seals] or contenting [short lengths]; 
(3) That for sixty years half-an-ell Flemish, had been allowed in each piece for shrinking, and 
if any shrunk more, the Merchant might return it to the maker, who had to allow for it, to 
pay all costs, or restore the value ; (4) That their bays never shrunk less than ‘at this instant’ 
and that they are all measured by a sworn measurer; (5) That their bays had continued for 
sixty years ‘the staplest manufacture in this kingdom,’ whose seals warranted the sales. 
They expressed themselves ready to submit to further orders of the Council, if it was 
conceived that any abuse existed.* 

Evidently little could be made out or done in the matter, as nothing resulted from the 
complaints—except a warning from the Council, dated July 15th, 1635, to the weavers, that 
they were to take care that the abuses complained of by the Merchants trading to Spain and 
Portugal were remedied; and, on December 29th of the same year, a further letter was sent 
to the Mayor and Corporation, requiring them to see that matters were amended, as the Lords 
had received fresh complaints, and they marvelled that the commands of the Council were so 
much slighted.’ 

Early in 1637, when Archbishop Laud was completing his course of coercion of the 
foreign Churches in England, and especially that of Colchester, one Oliver Lloyd, who was, 
apparently a government agent and informer, petitioned the Council as to the necessity of 
settling a course concerning aliens inhabiting the country, the manner of their licensing, the 
way of their reformation, and the necessity of their succession (sic). This was referred to the 
Archbishop, the Lord Treasurer, the Lord Privy Seal, Lord Cottington, and Secretary Winde- 
bank, who, on January 27th of this year, ordered the Attorney-General to confer with Lloyd“ 

The ‘ Commissioners for the business of the Strangers borne using trades in this Kingdom’ 
again put themselves in motion on being petitioned at this period by the Masters, Wardens 
and Commonalty of the English bay and say makers, woollen weavers, tuckers, fullers, 
combers, and tailors, of Colehester, who prayed them to inform themselves of the many 
differences between the petitioners and the Dutch bay and say makers dwelling in the same 
town, and of the prejudice suffered by themselves through the over-much liberty of the 
Strangers.® : 

The Dutch weavers and others, on the other hand, represented on April 15th, 1637, that 
they were quiet and peaceable in their behaviour, never meddling with the government of the 
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Church or Magistrates; that they conformed in practice to the orders and ceremonies of the 
Church of England and acted as Church Wardens, Overseers, Collectors, Constables, and 
Surveyors, though they were members of the Dutch congregation ; that in the several parishes 
they paid all Church dues and yet maintained their own Ministers; that they also paid to the 
keeping of the English poor ‘as wee are weekly rated as much as the English, and yet main- 
taine our owne poore, that none of them beggeth or wandereth.”! 

At the same time they arranged to carry the war into the enemy’s quarters, by drawing 
attention to the grievances of the English journeymen, who were not treated well by some of 
their masters. William Newton, Robert Broome, and Edmond Whiting, on behalf of them- 
selves and the rest of their trade, as bay and say weavers, to the number of two thousand, 

_ petitioned the Privy Council on their grievances on April 29th, 1637, alleging that their 
_ masters compelled them to take ‘dead commodities,’ instead of money, in payment of their 
wages: and a certificate was attached, signed by twenty-eight persons who signed their 
names, and forty-six others who attached their marks, to testify to the truth of the state- 
ment.* 
The allegation was that the petitioners were reduced to exceeding misery by the smallness 
of their wages and the troublesomeness of their work, and that Thomas Reignolds, a master 
bay-maker of Colchester, had begun a new way of oppressing them by paying in kind instead 
of in money. On complaint to the Sessions, the Mayor and Justices ordered him to pay the 
petitioners a certain sum of money and to give further satisfaction; but he refused to obey 
the order made. A second appeal for justice was made, but Reynolds appeared only by his 
attorney, who in open court stated that he (Reynolds) would spend 100/. in law before he 
would give them one penny, although the defendant had been ordered to make restitution to 
Newton for selling him says for 58s, more than they were worth, and also to recompence 
Broome and Whiting for injuries done them, as shown by the order of the Court. They 
therefore prayed for relief and protection.

Finding that 
Newton, Broome, and Whiting, were dealing deceitfully, he settled up with them to their con- 
tent, as shown by affidavits. No more work being given them they threatened revenge and 
petitioned the Mayor and Justices, who never made any order against him. He stated also 
that in March last he sustained heavy loss, a great part of his house having been burnt, with 
goods to the value of 500/., being wilfully fired, as he and others vehemently suspect ; and 
thereby he had become impoverished. Moreover, in the last month he had borrowed 4001. at 
interest, and hoped to have kept on all his honest workpeople, being four hundred households of 
spinners, fifty-two of weavers, and thirty-three of others, as he could show by certificates of the 
payment of them all. But through his great loss and the disgrace done to him by Newton, 
Broome, and Whiting, who not only had injured him in his goods, but have reported him to be a 
bankrupt and a thief, he was without hope to continue his trade, unless the Lords in commiser- 
ation settled his grief and protected him. He presented six affidavits, sworn by Joseph Barnard, 
say-weaver ; Edmund Withers, comber; Anne Gunn, wife of Robert Gunn, weaver; Thomas 
Drake, weaver; William Blythe, comber; and Robert Marian, weaver, all of Colchester, in 
support of his petition.' Thomas Browne and ninety-five other persons certified that they had 
known Thomas Reynolds, of St James’ parish, Colchester, say maker, during the time of his 
trading there, many of them having been in his employ, and they declared that he had been 
much wronged, as he had justly behaved himself in his trade and had done much good in 
setting many poor on work, and had ever dealt honestly. in paying them for their labour? 
But little credit was given to the evidence of the defendant, the judgment of the Court being 
that Reynolds should be forthwith committed to the Fleet prison, antil he should pay to the 
petitioners twice the amount of the wages of which he had defrauded them, withdraw all actions — 
brought by him against them, and pay such reasonable charges as the poor men had been put 
to by coming hither. This caused Reynolds to come promptly to terms with his men. On 
May 17th, he petitioned the court to be set at liberty, having submitted and given full satis- 
faction to Newton, Broome, and Whiting, as appeared by a general release from them and an 
acknowledgment that they had already received full satisfaction. On the same day, the 
Council ordered the Warden of the Fleet to set at liberty Thomas Reynolds, on his petition.* 
Returning, after this somewhat prolonged digression, to the action of the Commissioners, 
we find that, having heard both sides and taken their allegations,’ they issued regulations in 
the form of thirteen articles for the control of the trade carried on in Colchester and its — 
liberties by the Dutch. They begin by affirming that the trade is one ‘necessary to be 
cherished’; and that, accordingly, ‘it will not be convenient to give waie to every complainte 
against the Strangers, thereby to discourage them’. At the same time they order that 
the Strangers are not to increase their number which they now are of in and about the said 
town, by introducing young or unmarried men. If more come to England they are to put 
themselves as servants to English or Dutch, and be restrained for a year according to the laws, 
and register themselves with the town-clerk, or H.M. Officer appointed for the purpose, if such 
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be appointed. The Dutch meanwhile shall continue their searching and sealing of bays and 
says in their own Hall, all their officers and sealers being chosen by themselves and sworn by 
the Bailiff of the town without charge; but they are not to ‘draw in’ new stuffs which were 
not searched and sealed before the 10th year of the King’s reign. If any new sort is made, it 
shall be brought to the English Hall [Marginal Note—Blewish pent says to be left to the 
Dutch Hall.]; and a inajority of the town-clerk, bailiffs, and aldermen, to decide before Mid- 
summer what is old or new. 

The complaint as to Dutch skippers bringing foreign commodities for sale for ready 
money, is referred to his Majesty and the Council. The markets should not be forestalled by 
English or Dutch, but the stuffs should be brought to the Halls and exposed publicly for sale. 

To the English complaint that the Dutch engross more trades into one hand, it was 
replied that the latter must be under the same regulations as are the English of the same 
trades, according to the Statute ; and also that toleration to make one stuff should not extend 
to others. It was suggested that Dutch and English should agree upon indifferent ‘ wages to 
be given to the poore weavers, and that to be constantly kept; and if therein they cannot 
agree the Justices to rate theire wages according to the lawe. Farther wee thinke it fitt that 
both Englishe and Strangers should thus far conforme themselves to government, that when- 
soever there shall any thinge arise at either of theire Halls or against any of theire orders, w™ 
may concerne any of them or either part in theire trade, that they redily yeild obedyence and 
goe to that Hall where the question ariseth or offence was committed against any of the orders 
of that Hall, that from henceforth there may be no other contencion amongst them (but who 
shall make the best stuffs) for the generall reputacion of them all. Farther wee are of opinion 
that there be no Taylors or other Tradesmen of Handicrafts Strangers hereafter admitted 
amongst them ; but such as are allready there and setled howsekeepers may continue, so as 
they conforme themselves to the generall orders and direccions concerninge the Strangers. 
And whereas the wyer drawers have complayned that they are increased to a great nomber in 
and about Colchester, but by reason the Strangers buy theire wyer from beyond the seas and 
of that wyer have their cards made heere by Strangers, w is al] one as if they brought theire 
Cardes themselves from beyond the Seas w®" is by lawe prohibited, we thinke fitte that the 
Englishe wyer drawers, waking as good and serviceable wyer and not inhauncing of the 
prices, shalbe sett on worke and not be prevented of their labour by any such evasions.’! 

In the same year, 1637, a perambulation of the bounds of Colchester and its liberties was 
made on September 18th, when the foreigners (namely: David Saunders, jun"; Francis 
Saunders, son of David Saunders the elder, dyer; and Joseph Fuller) joined with the officials 
and others in making it. On August 16th, 1671, the bounds were again run, Mr. John 
Rebow, Mr. Abraham Hedgthorne, and Mr. Jacob Fremantele, all leading citizens of Dutch 
descent, taking part. 


The sudden dissolution of the Parliament three weeks after it met in April, 1640, owing 
to its refusal to grant twelve subsidies to be paid in three years in lieu of ship-money (the 


right to levy which had been decided by a decree of all the Judges) occasioned dismay

throughout the kingdom. This was not lessened by the immediate steps taken to raise levies 
of troops, the command of them being given to the Earl of Northumberland instead of the 
Earl of Essex, who had been commander in the previous year. 

Tumults soon arose, and a mob of some thousands attacked Lambeth Palace, declaring 
loudly ‘that they would tear him (the Archbishop) in pieces, Laud having allowed the 
Statutes against Roman Catholics to lie in abeyance and brought about a rebellion in Scotland 
by endeavouring to enforce on the Scotch Kirk a prayer-book which contained in it the doe- 
trine of transubstantiation. Discontent in the minds of all the members of the foreign. 
Reformed Churches had been raised against both State and Church through the persecution 
of their congregations by the Archbishop, and they sullenly coalesced with the non-conformists 
in the rebellious spirit of sedition and disloyalty that spread rapidly everywhere. This 
showed itself early in Colchester, where the Dutch Strangers and their English-born families 
were so numerous, though these, like all their brethren in other towns, were very careful 
indeed not to take part in the tumults of the period, or to join in any open action. In January, 
1641-2, a petition from the town was presented to the new House of Commons, which had 
met again on November 3rd, 1640, against Bishops, and for liberty of conscience, desiring 
that Church discipline might be established according to the Word of God. Riots followed, 
much indignation having been shown by the townspeople for some time all over Essex, as the 
amount of 8,000/. had been levied in the county for ship-money. The proportion charged on 
Colchester was 400/., which the town had refused to pay, alleging that the demand was an 
intrusion upon their privileges ; and in 1639 the Privy Council had been petitioned for relief, 
on account of the deadness of trade in the town and other reasons, which rendered it impossible — 
to pay so large asum.' Petitioning led to open disloyalty and rebellion; Sir John Lucas was — 
seized and taken to London, his house at S* John’s being plundered in August, 1642. The | 
town however suffered but little and had no share in the troubles and battles which devastated 
the country generally, until just before the final establishment of Cromwell's power. 

Many of the Dutch settlers, disliking riotous times, sought to leave the kingdom and 
petitioned Parliament for passes to enable them todo so.2 On the testimony of a Committee the — 
names were taken of those who could not remain without relief, and these were granted 
warrants to pass beyond sea.* It is probable, moreover, that many of the foreign inhabitants 
left Colchester during this unsettled time, although their names could only now be found in 
the Church-member books and citizen-rolls of the towns int Holland to which they went; and 
some of them may have gone to the new settlements in America. The inhabitants of Col- 
chester who had complained so bitterly of their proportion of ship money (400/.) were not 
spared by the Parliamentary Commissioners for levying the weekly contributions, and they 
had besides to furnish reeruits for the army and give other assistance. From 1642 to 1648 no 
less a sum than 30,1771. in money was charged upon the town and its liberties, for the raising 
and maintenance of the parliamentary forces ;* besides other contributions for the relief of the 
Protestants in Ireland, and a loan to the brethren of Scotland. The sequestrations of 
estates of the royalists added to the losses of the district. Colchester’s historian, 
states ‘that this town, at least the majority and the governing part of it, were in the 
ment’s interests.’ ® 
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On the order of the Earl of Essex, and at the repeated request of the same and Oliver 
Cromwell, a general subscription was made throughout the town on June 26th, 1643, when 
very many engaged to serve in person in the army}; others found men, horses, muskets, and 
pay ; others subscribed from one to forty shillings, the women being not less generous than 
the men. ‘So few friends had the poor King here, or so few were there that chose or dared to 
declare for him.? According to custom the Dutch and their families had to pay as much as or 
even more than the natives on such occasions. In 1644, John Langley, of Colchester (? of the 
Stranger family of that name), complained that Colonel Walter Long took 2391. 2s. Od. from 
him? Though the citizens did all in their power to aid Cromwell, no care was taken for the 
security of the town. In the mayoralty of John Rolfe a communication was made by the 
corporation to Sir T. Barrington, to the effect that the works of the town, now repaired, were 
not guarded ; so that it was in the power of an enemy abroad or the malignant party there to be 
masters of them at pleasure. Nothing was less desired by the townspeople and the Strangers 


than the capture of Colchester by the royalists, which came about in 1$48, as the result of the b 


so called insurrection of Kent—a disturbance, curiously enough, due in the first case to the irre- 
pressible Poujade factionists of the Canterbury French Church. Ever since the appointment of 
Joseph Poujade as a minister of this Congregation in 1638, discord had reigned amongst the mem- 
bers, objections being raised not only to the doctrine preached by him, and his disregard of their 
dicipline, but also on account of his behaviour as a married man. Finally, after confusion had 
lasted for several years, he was censured by the Colloquy in 1646, when he engaged to resign 
his charge, and went; but he afterwards returned to Canterbury, and repudiated everything. 
Condemned again by the classis of the neighbouring foreign Churches, he ignored their 
sentence, being still supported by a section of the Canterbury Church. Ordered, in 1647, by 
the joint Parliamentary Committees for Plundered and Scandalous Ministers, to desist from 
» preaching or officiating, he obtained from the Kent sub-committee for Ministers an order 
allowing him to resume his ministry. The synod of the Dutch and French Churches in 
England, on being appealed to, upheld the decision of the classis and ordered Poujade to make 
a public confession and apology. The result of this was a manifestation of his followers, 
which was reported to the Parliamentary Committee ; ‘that some of Poujade’s adherents were 
in the tumult of last Christmas [1647], and had since fled out of the kingdom. One of them 
(Jacob Halluin,) beat the drum, attempted to form a company, and raised cries in the street 
for the King; so that Poujade was a cause of faction and dangerous, both to the city and to 
the State.’ 
_ ‘This tumult,’ as stated by Mr. Cross, the historian of the Canterbury French Church, 
‘led to the famous insurrection in Kent.’ On Christmas day, 1647, a number of the King’s 
party in the city met for worship in S* Andrew’s Church. ‘This piece of orderly and 


» Christian devotion’ says a contemporary chronicler, ‘startled the consciences of the New 


eres wh inflamed with fiery Zeal, began to make tumults in the streets and under the 
windows, thinking thereby to drown the voice of the preacher.® The result was, 


: that armed parties of the rival factions contested for possession of the streets; but the 
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royalists, getting the best of the day, were finally persuaded by the magistrates to retire, 
on promise of no notice being taken of the fray. The justices being brought to trial for 
this, the grand jury refused to find a true bill and petitioned Parliament on behalf of the 
King, and a general meeting was called to support his cause at Blackheath, on May 30th, 
1648, and to present the petition. Many of the gentry and others of Kent, to the number of 
some thousands, when warrants were signed by L’Estrange, who soon after left for Holland, 
met ut Canterbury, on May 23rd, with a view to marching on London, but they were met and 
defeated at Maidstone by Fairfax. A division of the royalists under the Earl of Norwich, 
which had gone to Rochester, crossed the Thames at Greenwich, in boats that they had ready, 
to the number of about one thousand men, horse and foot. Of this number many were officers 
and old soldiers. On their arrival in Essex the party met Lord Capell, Sir William Compton, 
Sir Charles Lucas, Sir George Lisle, Sir Bernard Gascoigne, and Colonel Farr, with many other 
officers and troops, the united forces amounting to about three thousand horse and foot. They 
marched without delay to Colchester, fearing the pursuit of Fairfax.1 For three weeks all 
trade with London was stopped, the two armies having blocked the roads; but the royalists’ 
army, numbering about eight thousand men, under the Earl of Norwich and Lord Capell, 
arrivel at the town on June 12th, sooner than was expected. There being no military 
organization of the parliamentary party nor any unanimity on the part of the townspeople, no 
resistance was possible. A special meeting of the town-council was, however, called by the 
Mayor, Mr. Thomas Wade, and the small force that could be got together was ordered to make 
every possible exertion to prevent the entry of the King’s army. But the commanding officers, 
having promised not to injure the town or the inhabitants, and to remain for a few days only, 
were allowed to march into Colchester, through the Head Gate, on the afternoon of Monday, 
June 12th; and the town was thus occupied without difficulty. The well-known details of the 
siege, erhich so cruelly affected the lives and property of the Dutch inhabitants, as given by 
Morant and other writers, may be well supplemented by the description furnished by the Con- 
sistory of their Church, when asking for monetary and other support for numerous poor folk 
from the Dutch Church of London? On the following day the parliamentary forces, under 
Sir Thomas Fairfax, came up, and, at about two hours after noon, assaulted the royalists, but 
were driven back when it was growing dark; not however without much bloodshed and great 
damage to the southern suburbs of the town. As the Parliamentarians retreated they set fire 
to some houses near Head Gate, with the design of burning the whole town, as the wind blew 
in that direction. This the royalist troops prevented ; but, as related hy Morant,’ the people, 
chiefly poor weavers (probably of the Strangers’ families who resided in great numbers in St 
Peter's parish), rather seemed to oppose than to assist or help the royalists in all they did; 
yet the next morning they found searce a house unplundered by the Roundheads from the 
one end to the other, and many poor men dead in their homes, and the children and women 
fled. With this experience the troops inside the town, seeing the necessity, at once began to 
throw up defences, taking up their quarters in the houses of the inhabitants; while the Par- 
liamentary forces outside began a formal siege on June 14th, throwing up outworks and 
forts all round the town The poor Dutchmen, many of whom had been much impoverished 
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owing to the cessation of work, had, in common with the native householders, to find quarters 
for the soldiers, some ten, some twenty, and some thirty, at their own cost. Sums of money 
were also extorted from them and they had to pay the usual taxes, and to maintain a train- 
band and the sappers who worked at the fortifications. These were diligently advanced during 
the following week by both sides, the Roundheads receiving large reinforcements from Suffolk 
and Norfolk ; and parleys took place on both sides. 

On the 21st a petition from the townspeople, which no doubt originated with the Dutch 
factors, accompanied by a letter from Lord Goring, was presented to Lord Fairfax, ‘ that 
liberty might be granted to the bay and say irakers in the town, to have a free trade with 
London during the siege;’ to which course Lord Goring had agreed. To this Fairfax 
returned the reply: ‘That they should have considered this, and divers other inconveniences 
of the war, before they had admitted the forces into their town; that the present interruption 
of their trade was brought upon them, not by his default, but by those whom the town had 
harboured ; and that to grant liberty of trade to persons besieged was such a motion as was 
never granted: that there were with him sundry gentlemen of quality and townsmen of 
good estates and eminent in trade, who offered to buy all the bays and says in the town at the 
usual prices, and to pay for them within a fortnight after the town should be rendered or 
quitted to him; and, though it were without example to a besieged town, yet he would give 
leave for their commodities to be brought to Lexden Heath, near the town, to be bargained or 
returned back as there should be oceasion.’' Whether or no this tempting offer was accepted, 
we have no evidence; but doubtless the cautious Strangers knew better than to trust their 
goods to the tender mercies of the Roundheads. 

From about June 22nd the contending forces had sufficiently advanced with the con- 

_ struction of their forts to open fire with their guns, a certain number on both sides being 
’ killed daily, without much result on either side. On Wednesday, July 5th, a proclamation 

was issued calling upon all capable of doing so, on pain of death and forfeiture of goods, to 

enrol themselves under the officers deputed by Sir Charles Lucas. From this day to the 11th 
allies were made every night with varying success ; but the news of the defeats of the Royalists 
in all parts of the kingdom, and especially of those coming to the relief of the town, greatly 
depressed the besieged party. A week later the town became greatly distressed on account of 

2 want of provisions, and horses were killed for food, although they had become much out of 
on from the want of hay and corn. By July 26th, the walls having suffered much on 
t side, and storming parties being feared, trenches were ordered to be made where 
should be apparent. On August 2nd the town was in a most distressed state; the 
+s of the inhabitants were searched, and all food found by the soldiers was taken. Many had 
oe: rend all who could get out of the town and pass the besiegers’ guards did so, while 
_~ others surrend ered and took pusses. The appalling scenes caused by the oer aes 
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were agreed upon on the 27th of August, 1648, by and between the Commissioners of his Ex- 
cellency, the Lord General] Fairfax, on the one part; and the Commissioners of the Earl of 
Norwich, Lord Capell, and Sir Charles Lucas, on the other part; for and concerning the 
rendition of the Town and Garrison of Colchester.’' All horses, harness, colours, and arms 
were to be delivered up by the next morning, with all private soldiers and officers under the 
rank of captain. All lords, gentlemen of quality, and superior officers, engaged in Colchester, 
should give themselves up, with their baggage, at the King’s Head Inn by eleven o'clock of the 
same day. All military stores were to be delivered up where they were by ten o'clock, with 
all the ordnance as it was, uninjured. All the sick and wounded were to be provided for, due 
guards being kept under their officers in the town, and there was to be a cessation of arms on 
both sides. These articles were duly observed and, on August 28th, Fairfax entered the town 
at two o'clock, and rode round it; and a council of war was at once held in the Mote-hall. 
The lives of all the notables who bad surrendered at the King’s Head were spared at that time, 
with the exception of Sir Charles Lucas and Sir George Lisle, who were shot the same evening 
at seven o'clock, on the north side of the Castle. Sir Bernard Gascoigne, who had also been 
sentenced to death, was reprieved, on the ground (as alleged by Clarendon) that if the life of a 
foreigner, who seemed a person of quality, had been thus taken, their friends or children who 
might visit Italy might pay dear for many generations.* This decision must have greatly 
assured the Dutch Strangers in the town, The Earl of Norwich and Lord Capell, whose lives 
were assured to them by Fairfax, were sent by order of the Parliament to Windsor Castle, and 
later were consigned to the Tower. Brought before a» High-Court of Justice at Westminster 
Hall, on February 10th, 1649, Arthur, Lord Capell, pleaded that, by the conditions given him, 
he was to have fair quarter and his life, but this was over-ruled. Appearing for the fifth time 
before the Court, he was condemned to be beheaded, and was brought to the scaffold erected 
before Westminster Hall on March 9th. Lady Elizabeth Capell, his widow, petitioned the 
House of Lords, on June 18th, 1660, praying that all concerned in his trial and death might 
be brought to punishment, as her late husband had been arraigned and condemned to die by a 
pretended high Court of Justice, contrary to the laws of the land, the privilege of Peers, and 
the articles of agreement interchangeably signed by the Commissioners at the siege of Colches- 
ter; and in pursuance of this unjust sentence he was barbarously murdered contrary to the 
solemn engagement of the army.* Lord Goring, the Earl of Norwich,> was more fortunate. 
Being brought to trial before his Peers, the votes were equally divided, and the Speaker gave 
a casting vote in his favour. It is stated by De Foe that, notwithstanding the number killed 
in the siege and dead of flux and other distempers occasioned by bad diet, which was very 
great; and notwithstanding the number who deserted and escaped in the time of their hard- 


ships; yet there remained, at the time of the surrender, 3,503 troops in all, among whom, so 


far as Morant’s acconnt goes, no Strangers’ names appear. 
The damage done to the town was great, Morant stating that in some of the parishes the 
following number of houses suffered :— 


In St Mary’s at the Wall. ; 51 burnt and ruined, 
In Trinity . ‘ : 32 burnt and destroyed. _ 
In S* Martin's ; ‘ ‘ 5 pulled what 
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In S* James's , . : 28 burnt. 
In S* Botolph’s ‘ ‘ , 53 burnt and ruined. 
In S* Giles ‘ ; 17 burnt. 


Lord Fairfax formally aianen the capture of the town to the speaker of the House of 
Lords, on August 29th, and hoped that ‘your Lordships will not find cause to thinke your 
Honour or Justice prejudiced’ by the military executions of the two Royalist leaders. The 
Lords duly rewarded Phineas Payne, the messenger, who brought the good news sent by 
the victorious general, and an order was passed, on September Ist, granting him 20/.;} and 
on September 13th another order was made, for the payment of 40/. to Gilbert Mabbott, 
agent for Lord Fairfax, for his good services in bringing up the articles for the surrender of 
Colchester. A few months later an Act was passed settling 3,000/. a year on Fairfax and his 
heirs for ever. The inhabitants of Colchester had yet to be dealt with in respect of the 
ransom of the town from the plundering and rapine usual on such occasions; and such was 
the treatment meted out to the Dutch residents, that from it they were never able to rally. 
It was moved in the House of Commons that 5,000/. should be raised out of the delinquents’ 
estates in that town, to make good what had been promised to the forces engaged in the siege 
in lieu of pillage.* This resolution was duly read and passed® and, on November 25th, 1648, was 
confirmed by the House of Lords.6 Fairfax had, however anticipated this authorisation by 
demanding, before September 8th, a sum of 12,0001. from the distressed citizens. The civic 
authorities promptly allotted 6,000/., being one half the amount demanded, as the share 
payable by the Dutch congregation, whose Ministers, Thomas Cool and Jan Ruytinck, at once 
wrote (September 8th, 1648) to the Consistory of the Austin Friars Church of the very heavy 
and great calamity fallen on their community, already so miserable and distressed. Besides 
the burdens already mentioned, their members, who lived by agriculture and brewing, were 
. entirely ruined. The houses of some fifty families of their communities living in the suburbs 
had, with their contents, been burned and utterly destroyed. Their poor, entirely supported 
by the congregation, had greatly increased, and the deacons were in debt, having had to 
maintain many during the siege. Alms had not been collected, as divine service had been 
frequently suspended, the churches being at one time occupied by the soldiers, and now 
used as prisons. Other poor members, who had fled the town, had returned and cried for 
succour. ‘ Now our congregation are called on to pay forthwith, with the first, 6,000/.; being 
the half of the 10,000/., to buy off the plundering, and 2,000/. for the maintenance of the poor. 
And as if this were not sufficient, they reproach us with having deserved more than this, 
saying that w2 were malignants against the Parliament, and would have been plundered and 
slain, if they had taken the town by assault. But the Lord has had merey on us. We have 
explaine: our misery to you and hope that you, who have so often assisted outlandish com- 
« munities, will now help a sister church in this country.’? 

_ The response made by the London mother church was almost immediate, and generous. 
On September 25th, the list of names and contributions to the amount of 523/. 16s. Od. was 
made up, and advised by letter of October 20th; it was remitted in three instalments, with the 
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exception of 3/. 6s. Od., which had been paid direct to one of the Colchester poor. The 
gratitude of the recipients was great, and a formal letter of thanks was written by Jan Ruyting, 
in the name of all, to the effect that they learned with pleasure that such a liberal donation 
had been sent them for the consolation of their community, which was in so great distress, 
being ruined through fire, plundering, and waste of the bloody war. The only return they 
could make was their hearty thanks, The warning not to make known what had been done 
for them was duly noted, and they promised that the London Church should not be troubled 
with their travelling ‘ passants.’ * 

The Consistory of the Colchester Church did not fail immediately to petition the town 
authorities for a reduction of the extortionate amount demanded, and thus addressed them :— 


‘To the Worshipfull Mr. Mayor, the Aldermen, and the rest of the Commissioners appointed 
by the Councell of Warre, under his Excellency, the Lord Fairfax, for the levying of the ten 
thousand pounds for the army and the one thousand [sic] for the releefe of the poore, to 
redeeme this town from plundering. 

Your Petitioners in behalfe of the whole body of the Dutch Congregation in Colehester 
most humbly represent unto your Worships, that, having understood this morning from your 
Worships that Six Thousand pounds of the aforesayd summe is required from the Dutch Con- 
gregation: which imposition having been weighed by us, wee clearly perceive it will prove the 
utter undoing and ruinating of the whole congregation. For may it please your Worships to 
consider that many of us have lost the principall part and many a greate part of theyr estates, 
partly by firing, partly by scattering of theyr commodities abroad in the country, where theyr 
workmen and spinners have made sayle of them, and thereby wee are extremely damnified. 
Also the poore of our Congregation are encreased to a great number, and theyr necessities 
very great. Insomuch that if the aforesaid greate summe of money be still of us required, 
we are not able to subsist or to remaine a congregation, but shall bee undone and disenabled 
for the future. Wherefore we humbly request your Worships to take this businesse into your 
serious considerations, and in your clemency to ordaine that so much as possible of this greate 
somme may bee taken of, and wee might have a subsistence and ability to releeve the poore 
and to set them at worke. And wee shall ever pray for the choyce blessings of the Almighty 
upon your Worships.’ * ‘ 


Notwithstanding the prayers for ‘the choyce blessings, no merey was shewn to the 
poor Dutchmen, and their petition was not regarded. Not even the half of the 2,0001. 
specially levied by Lord Fairfax for the poor of the town, was granted to the Strangers, 
who only, after much trouble, obtained 100/. from their worships. Of this whole sum 1,484. — 
was distributed in small amounts of from one shilling to five pounds, and in payments for 
clothes, looms, ete., 1101. being set apart for building houses for the poor. The chief manager 
of this business was John Furley.4 A memorandum on the subject of these iniquitous pro- 
ceedings was drawn up by Mr. Samuel Mortier, who was living at the time when the Dutch 
Church in Colchester probably came to an end. It was lent by him to Morant, who, however, 
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did not use it. ‘How just it was,’ says Mr. Mortier, ‘wee leave God and all sober people to 
judge! Besides, when 2,000/. was returned for the Inhabitants that were pore and sufferers 
in the siege, and we expected half of it for our Dutch poor, we could, with some trouble, at 
last get out of the town one hundred pounds.” 

No relief could be obtained, and the Dutch congregation actually contributed to the ransoin 
fund 6,010/., that is, even more than the half of the total exaction of 12,0001. demanded, as is 
shown by the list of those who paid the amounts set against their names* Of this sum no 
less than 4,005/. was contributed by nine families, among whom the Tayspils, Burkins, de 
Berts, and Fromentals are conspicuous. The Composition-rolls in the town archives give lists 
of those excused from payment, their houses having been burned during the siege; the majority 
of these were on the south side of the town. These payments, and the destruction of fulling 
mills, looms, and dwellings, with the loss of life occasioned by the siege and resulting from 
famine and attendant disease, very much diminished the strength and impoverished the con- 
dition of the Dutch community, which was also reduced in numbers by the loss of those 
members, who, having left the town on account of the troubles, went to Holland or the new 
settlements in America and never returned. The Consistory informed the London community 
of their uncertain and forlorn condition caused by the deplorable siege and consequent 
taxation, accompanied by a total absence of trade and the increase of burdens which had 
oceasioned the utter ruin of many of their faiilies.* 


Commonwealth As recorded by Morant the inhabitants of Colchester, though as a rule on the 
1649-1660. parliamentary side, can not have appreciated being under the rule of the 
Protector. ‘This poor and unhappy town,’ he says, ‘thus brought under the tyranny of an 
army, the most undesirable of masters, and, what is worse, of an army of enthusiasts, was 
in many ways oppressed, and loaded with immense taxes, which from the time of the surrender 
of the town to the date of the Protectorate, 7.¢., in about five years, amounted to above 16,0001.’ 
The rateable value of the rents within the town and its liberties in the beginning of 1651, 
were, we may add, 8,503/. 10s. 0d.’ By this time the Dutch Strangers in England had 
fully realised the troubles that had fallen on the nation from the change of government. They 
were evidently much distressed with the state of affairs generally, and the Consistory of the 
mother church of Austin Friars wrote (March 27th, 1651,) to the Colchester community to 
maintain the orders of our Churches, as regarded their assemblies, spiritual unity, and mutual 
assistance, ‘all the more on account of the horrible confusions and disorders of the present 
times.’* Special assessments were made in the year following the siege for the maintenance 
of the army, which give the names of all residing in Colchester and its liberties, including 

e of the Dutch families.’ 
he description given by John Evelyn in 1656 testifies that the town did not soon 
r its former prosperous condition. ‘Colchester, a faire towne, but now wretchedly 
hed by the.late siege, especially the suburbs, which were all burnt, but were then 
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repairing. The town is built on a rising ground, having faire meadows on one side, and 
a river with a strong ancient castle, said to have been built by King Colius, father of 
Helena, mother of Constantine the Great, of whom I find no mention, save at the pinnacle 
of one of their wool-staple houses, where is a statue of Colius in wood, wretehedly carved. 
The walls are exceedingly strong, deeply trenched, and filled with earth. It has six 
gates and some watch towers, and some handsome churches. But what was showed us as 
a kind of miracle, at the outside of the castle, the wall where Sir Charles Lucas and Sir George 
Lisle, those valiant and noble persons who so bravely behaved themselves in the last siege, 
were barbarously shot........ the place was bare of grasse for a long space, all the rest of 
it abounding in herbage. For the rest this is a ragged and factious towne, now swarming 
with sectaries. Their trading is in cloth, with the Dutch baies and saies, with Spaine; it is 
the only place in England where these stuffs are made unsophisticated. It is also famous for 
oysters and eringo root, growing here about and candied for sale.’ 

The town was indeed factious at this period, the more impertant inhabitants being 
divided by the hot politics of the day, both sides being apparently against the interests of the 
stranger-element. Thomas Reynolds, who was a royalist and whose conduct towards his 
employees and other weavers had been so much complained of in 1637, having been elected 
Mayor, and those of his party, Recorder, Aldermen, ete., his opponents set to work in London 
to undermine his authority, with the result that the Mayor was called to account. On 
June 9th, 1655, Reynolds, the Recorder, the Aldermen, and others, wrote to the Protector 
to the effect that they were ready to give an account of their proceedings; that all went 
well in the town; and generally submitted themselves to His Highness. Thomas Wade 
Robert Lambe, and others, late Aldermen and Councillors, promptly presented articles to the 
committee to which the matter had been referred, describing themselves as well-affected 
inhabitants, but accusing the present Mayor of favouring the Malignants. They also 
accused the late mayor, Thomas Peeke, of underhand dealing, of refusing to pay in money, 
ete, and of forcing the overseers of the poor to take decayed cloth at his own valuation 
from his shop, to the amount of 40/. out of the 60/. paid to the Corporation by the Governors 
of the Dutch Bay-hall, this being the year's amount of the fees paid by the English 
weavers for the search and sealing of their bays and says, which was by custom 
divided proportionately among the poor of the various town parishes. These accusations 
Peeke endeavoured to refute, saying that he bought 401. worth of cloth to be distributed 
among the poor according to annual custom ; that he showed it to the Assembly, and offered, 
if any could give better value, to keep his own; and that, if the parishes did not want cloth, 
he would give the money. This was denied by Wade and his friends, who alleged that Peeke 


threatened, if they said anything more about the cloth, that the whole sum of 601. should be so — 


given in kind. Peeke replied that the matter had been settled by the agreement of the Council, 
and no fault had been found by the parishioners. That he would sooner have given the whole 
amount in money, as two experts had valued the cloth at 3/. more. Wade and Barrington, on 
this, wrote to London stating that they wished to live quietly, and requesting that a Mayor 
should be appointed to govern the town according to the charter; but it was ordered on 
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September 26th, that an inquiry should be held, and that in the meantime Thomas Reynolds, 
the Mayor, was to act and continue in office.’ Other correspondence there was on the same 
subject, including a letter from the Protector bimself, addressed from Whitehall, on August 
3lst, to the Mayor and Commonalty of Colchester, in which he wishes them ‘ to proceed to the 
election as usual, having respect to the peace and good government of the town,’ and within 
four days after the election they are to present the names of the persons elected to be approved 
by him before they are sworn, which by the tenor of their charter was not to be done till 
Michaelmas. The matter was apparently settled, as on April 4th, 1656, the petition of 
Thomas Lawrence, Mayor, the Aldermen and Common Council of Colchester, was received,’ 
having twenty-two signatures attached, and begging for a new charter. The ground of the 
application was that the existing one gave too great power to the people to slight the 
magistracy and render them useless, whereby wickedness and profaneness much increased. 
The matter was referred to the Committee for the renewal of Charters, which reported that 
there were ‘inconveniences’ in the charter of 11 Charles I, and on June 12th an order was 
made to advise the Protector to accept its surrender and renew it, in an amended form, by 
patent under the Great Seal. On August 14th, 1656,‘ the Council referred to any three of their 
number to consider and report on the list presented by Mr. Secretary of persons to be inserted 
into the new charter, as officers of the Corporation; Sir Charles Wolsley, one of the members 
_of the Council, to take charge thereof.’ The Committee lost no time, and on the 2Ist an order 
was made naming the officers under the new charter.’ In 1663 this charter was confirmed by the 
King.’ Rather more than a year afterwards we find incidental notice of a petition frum the Gover- 
_ nor of the Dutch Bayhall at Colchester, which was referred to Wolsley and other members of the 
Council to report ;* but nothing is said as to the subject of it, nor is there any record of a 
sein report. 
As on a previous occasion the Dunkirkers, so about this time the Ostenders, were 
“routing the commerce of Colchester, and Thomas Lawrence, as Deputy Mayor, appealed to 
Admiralty Commissioners to ‘employ two nimble ketches’ to ply between Harwich and 
. st of Kent, as several English vessels had been captured to the ruin of families and of 
ade with London. Somewhat later Captain John King, John Ketch, Rolling Ground, 
_ he had been daily ranging in his station, and convoying small vessels with 
or e, ete., belonging to Ipswich, Colchester, and other places, but had not heard of 
; a -of-war for the last fortnight, nor of harm done by them since he came.’ Nor do we 
ther complaints. 
in September 9th, 1658, six days after Cromwell’s death, the Consistory of the London 
‘hurch wrote a circular letter to Colchester and their other communities. In this they 
‘as it has pleased the Lord to bring again a change in the government of this 
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Dutch congregation of Yarmouth, on September 15th, shows no feeling of regret at the loss 
of their ruler. ‘We learn from your letter that pale death hath stamped with its foot on the 
earthly tabernacle of the great Man, and that he who formerly has stood under the rattling of 
rattling arms, under hailing bullets and piercing swords, lost courage at once when he met this 
universal enemy. It was only the Prince of life, who, pursuing death unto its hell and the 
cavern of the grave, was able to shake it by the arm and say: O death, I shall be thy victory. 
But such a victory neither Cyrus nor Alexander need hope to gain; as long as the adage 
remains, that all flesh is as grass, so long will death put its seythe in everyone's field........ 
Who would have thought that, at the death of the Lord Protector, the pillars of the country 
would have shaken so much, nay would perhaps have crumbled down, if not another support 
had repaired the breach of the danghter of Sion, I mean the Lord Richard. But as all new 
rules bring with them new councils and new ordinances, we think it a prudent suggestion, 
on the part of the foreign communities of London, to greet and congratulate the new Lord in 
the name of all the foreign communities.” 

The Colchester Consistory wrote on the same day, reminding those of London of various 
inconveniences which prevented them from sending deputies to salute and congratulate the 
new Protector, but hoped that this would be duly done in their name* This was formally 
carried out, on October 4th, by means of a congratulatory address in the name of all the 
foreign churches of England. In the course of this address it was stated that ‘they were 
received of this good nation with incredible zeale and charity, and were permitted here to 
serve God in their own language, according to the order and discipline of the reformed 
Churehes in those parts respectively, and to maintaine themselves and their families with 
their honest labors; and, when some envious men have gone about to obstruct their trading, 
the poor exsiles have alwaies found a present remedy in the speciall clemency of our gracious 
Soverains. For which liberty we ure humbly thankfull to God and this good people in the 
person of Your Highness, and pray God continually for the peace of this land, and for the 
happiness and comforts of Your Highness.’* Richard Cromwell was as complimentary in his 
reply of the same date :— 


‘Gentlemen, your expressions are of the best of Christians, concerning your losse and 
mine. It is indeed a great losse for you, for me, and for all the Protestant Churches. God 
alone is he that can make up that breach. Your expressions oblige me to be your friend. 
For your good wishes and prayers I owe you love. I look upon you as the heads and fathers 
of the severall Forrein Churches which you represent. As strangers you are to be pittied, 
and as Christian strangers you are to be valued. You are members of Christ, and I hope so 
am L I will love you as I love myselfe. Christ is the Master, and the Magistrate is but a 
servant. And shall a servant lift up himselfe against his Master? Shall I hurt my hand? 
Much lesse suffer a member of Christ to be injured. I must confesse I am somewhat surprized 
to enlarige upon such a discourse as yours: but I shall wrap up all in this. You may be 
confident that I will maintaine you, in your persons and in your liberties, religious and civill;

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and if any hurt you I will defend you. And I will also procure the liberty of the ufflicted 
Churches abroad. We are in the same bottom, and I shall bid defiance to all your and mine 
enemies.’ ! 


The London Church having written that the necessities of the poor community of 
Sandwich would not allow the Colloquy to be deferred, the Colchester Consistory replied, on 
March 16th, 1658-9, that though they thought it better deferred for another year, they would 
yet submit themselves to the opinion of the majority. With regard to politics, these revealed 
achange. The Dutch community at Colchester, whose sentiments as Strangers had been 
thoroughly against the government in the reigns of James I. and Charles I., on account of the 
treatment meted out to them, especially by the former King and his favourites, had, notwith- 
standing the late address to the new Protector, turned as completely against the Common- 
wealth, under which they had so severely suffered. A letter signed by their minister, Jean 
Ruytinck, reveals the feelings of his congregation. ‘As to our reasons regarding the Parliament 
we hope that the Lord will bless this assembly for the purpose of restoring a good government 
and discipline in the Church, whereby the unbridled liberty of heretics and sectaries may be 
restrained and our discipline the more confirmed, as in the time of the Bishops.’ ? 


Charles IJ., Nothing occurring to disturb the peace of the foreign Churches, a proposed 
1660-1685.  Colloquy was not held, no congregation, except that of Sandwich, having any 
matter to bring forward. The restoration of the monarchy, however, in the person of 
_ Charles II., immediately caused the coetus of the Dutch and French Congregations of London 
to take the same action as on the death of Oliver Cromwell. 
’ A letter dated June 4th, 1660, advising as necessary that His Majesty should be saluted 
and congratulated in the names of the foreign churches, and also besought to maintain their 
_ privileges, was sent to the Colchester Church, it being second only to that of London ; ‘and in 
~ like manner to those of Norwich, Sandwich, Yarmouth, and Canvey-Island,’ the congregation 
ot a oan e evidently being considered at the time as of not much importance. Contrary 
ode precedent, those of Colchester replied on the 6th of the same month, unanimously 
ao Mr. Thomas Cool, ‘our Rév. father and minister, and Mr. Niclaes Corsclis, elder, 
in person, ‘not doubting that it will be convenient for them to appear’ in the 
m to the new monarch, ‘ whom our heavenly King grant a long and blissful reign.’ ® 
t of the Dutch and French Churches were received by His Majesty on Monday, 
18t sth, when Monsieur Stouppe, the minister of the French Church of London, addressed 
ea Peek on their bebslf His Majesty replied in that language ‘thanking them 
f ee et ee eee 
of sing the reformed religion, which he professed himself, and would aera 
ure together with them,’ On the following day the Deputies ended 
louceste their fection, and 
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The restored Monarchy was evidently in favour of continued protection of the Strangers 
and their trade, as a statute was at once passed by Parliament for the regulating of the trade 
of bay-making in Colchester,! to take effect from the 20th of September, 1660. The preamble 
related the special favour of Queen Elizabeth to the Dutch people of the town and the measures 
taken since that time for their good government, and it was enacted ‘ that the governors of the 
Dutch Bay-hall in Colchester, and the Dutch people there living, shall and may from hence- 
forth peaceably and quietly use and exercise the free trade of making bays, says, and other ~ 
foreign draperies, within the said town of Colchester, and be permitted to govern the said 
WOGG 5 vs Paes in as full and ample manner, as they have at any time heretofore enjoyed 
the same by virtue of any order, grant, or toleration, to them made by Queen Elizabeth, 
King James, or the late King Charles of blessed memory, or any of them.’ 

The native-born Strangers took advantage of their position and became burgesses after 
due apprenticeship. This did not suit the jealous feelings of the townspeople, and the fine on 
taking the oath as free burgesses was raised, on May 11th, 1663, to 251.2. This further provision 
seems to indicate that the order made on November 12th, 1660, ‘that from henceforth noe 
freeman of this town shall take any forrener’s sonne to be an apprentice according to the 
former Constitution’ under a fine of 51,3 had not been found effective in restraining the 
desires of such to obtain full privileges. The times however were hard, and in the same year 
report was made in Parliament to Mr. Speaker, of ‘the names of such poor Strangers as are 
not able to continue here without begging, that they may have passes to go beyond the sea,’ * 

The plague which raged in London in 1665, made its ‘appearance at Colchester on the 
14th August of that year, and continued its ravages until December 7th, during which time 
4,731 persons died of it, and collections were made weekly in all churehes for the relief and 
assistance of the poor.’ De Foe states that upwards of 5,259 persons were buried in the 
plague year, 1665, and that the town suffered more in proportion than any of its neighbours or 
than the city of London.® The relief-money distributed was about 1001, weekly, which was — 
reduced in August and September, 1666, to about 7017 

These visitations very greatly reduced the former prosperity of Colchester, and of the — 
kingdom generally. A Committee of the House of Lords was appointed in 1669, to consider of — 
the reasons and grounds of the fall of rents, and decay of trade within the realm.*® A large ‘ 
amount of information with regard to its proceedings is to be found in the minutes of October 
28th, when Mr. Child, a member of the Council of Trade, spoke at length in praise of the 
methods employed in the Netherlands, and of the honesty of the traders there. Later on i: 
the report, alluding to deceit in manufacture, he said that Colchester baize was sold by 1 
credit of its seal; but that since the siege of Exeter (sic) it was not so good by fifteen or twent 
per cent. Dr. Worsley testitied to the effect that the export of cloth was scarce on th 
of what it was forty years before, and that the loss of 900,000/. worth of woollen manufactu 
had not been replaced by linen and cordage.” 
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The circumstances of the town continued to decline, and the Dutch congregation found 
the burden of maintaining their poor, in addition to paying the full proportion of poor and 
other rates, efc., more than they could manage. The Mayor and Corporation took the opinion 
of Sir Harbottle Grimston, the Master of the Rolls, on this and other matters connected with 
the Strangers ; and the Dutch also stated their case to him. Sir Harbottle gave a careful 
opinion to the Mayor by letter, dated April 17th, 1678, that though the Dutch, at their first 
coming to the town, agreed voluntarily to maintain their own poor without charge, they should 
consider whether they could be compelled to continue to do so; and whether, if the Dutch 
congregation dissolved itself, the statute for regulating the Dutch bay-trade would not be 
void, and so the whole trade would be destroyed, which would ruin the weavers, spinners, and 
others depending on that trade, to the great damage of the town, since the duties paid to the 
Corporation would then vanish and come to nothing. That it required a most serious and 
tender consideration and that nothing should be done before a consultation with him and 
Sir John Shawe.! No correspondence appears to have been received by the mother Church of 
Austin Friars concerning the discontinuance of the relief of their poor by the Colchester 
Dutch congregation; and as this continued on in a struggling condition until 1728, it is 
probable that it was relieved of the charge of those poor that were English born.

James II, The accession of James IT. in 1685 brought with it a renewal of loyal wishes 
1685-1689. for their Sovereign. A coetus of the Dutch and French churches was held 
in London. In accordance with an old act of a Colloquy, the London Church wrote on 
February 9th, 1684-5, to inform the Dutch Church of Colchester that it was highly necessary 
at the present time to condole with and congratulate His Royal Majesty in the name of the 
aa of the Kingdom, and to beseech His Majesty's royal protection and grace and 
_ Reply was made on February 12th, stating that this letter was received on the 9th, 

ne of the E Elders had gone to Chelmsford to attend the proclamation of the King. It 
quested that the Colchester community should be included in the petition to His 
t} - “which we consider not only useful, but necessary.’ Request was made on March 
r the terms of the answer the King gave ‘to our Deputies,’ that it might be enrolled in 
Shurch book,’ as was King Charles II's similar reply, registered in 1660.2 The Colchester 
unity wa informed on May 4th, that the coetus had decided to hie ee two ministers of 
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Although the corresponding congratulations to King William and Queen Mary, in 

1689 1689, have not so far been found, it is yet certain that these were duly made; and, 

to in that year, we hear of a petition of the bay and say makers of Essex, Suffolk, etc., to 

1728 the House of Commons. Daniel Vandewall then stated that in Colchester they 

make 800 bays per week, which are all brought to the Dutch Bay Hall and there 

measured and sealed by men set apart for the purpose and not the Aulnagers, as is appointed 
in the Statute 12 Car. II! 

On December 28th, 1690, the Colchester Church wrote to Mr. Samuel Biscop, Minister of 
the London Church, to ask whether it would not be advisable and dutiful for a deputation to 
wait on his Majesty on his arrival at Colchester, when passing through the town on his 
journey to the Netherlands, and also requesting a draft of the compliments which ‘we ought 
to present.’ * 

The condition of the Church continued to decline, as shown by the number of baptisms 
registered, many of the members of the Stranger families having become absorbed in the 
English population ; others had joined the Quakers’ meeting-houses. The baptisms which had 
been forty-nine in number in 1648, had dwindled to only nine in 1700; and in 1728 the 
congregation was finally dissolved. De Foe records that in 1724 there were in Colchester 
eight churches, besides those that were damaged, and five meeting-houses, of which two 
were for Quakers: besides a Dutch Church and a French one.® 

This French Church was no doubt established after the revocation of the Edict of Nantes, 
in 1685, but no particulars of its foundation have yet been found. In 1696 it was served by 
F. Dese, pasteur, and, according to a list of French Protestant refugees receiving relief in that 
year, it must have been of a certain importance. It was probably an offshoot from the Dutch 
Church of Thorp-le-Soken, a village twelve miles from Colchester. The Church there was 
founded in 1683, and the material edifice erected, by leave of the Bishop, in 1685. It was not 
opened, however, until March 4, 1688, when Divine service was for the first time performed in 

A grant of 40/. a year was made by the distributors of the Royal Bounty for the main- 

enance of a minister.* The registers of this Church (1684-1726) are now in charge of the 
Registrar-General at Somerset House.

MINISTERS OF THE DUTCH CHURCH OF COLCHESTER. 


@ 1563-1572. JOHANNES VAN MIGGRODE or Miccropius, born May 6, 1531, of an old family 
of Alost in Flanders. He was still named in 1564 Canon and Pastor of the parish church 
of Veere in Zeeland, but, having joined the reformed church, took refuge in fngland. He 
was said by van der Aa to have been the founder and first Minister of the Duteh Church 
of Colchester. Amongst the aliens in the lay subsidy roll for Colchester, 1563, is found 
“Poichan Morchin, servant with John Migrode” living in Trinity Parish, and in another 
of 1572 “John Migrod” of Greenstead Parish. After the taking of Brill in 1572 by the 
revolted Netherlanders Miggrode returned to Veere, where he again became Minister, the 
first one of the reformed church there, extending his preaching and work all over Zeeland. 
He had a wife Maria and a daughter, two years of age, living with him in Colchester, 
1571. He died May 6, 1627, aged 96. In 1827 a monument was erected at Veere to 
his memory, for the services he had rendered to the reformed church in Zeeland and 
especially at that town. 

b 1572-1598. THropoRUS VAN DEN BERGHE alias Montranus. Appointed circa December 14, 
1572. He died March, 1598. 

e 1601-1644. Jonas Proost, son of Willem Proost, was baptised at the London Dutch Church 
June 22, 1572. He matriculated as Student of Theology at Leyden University August 14, 

_ 1592, and was appointed Minister of the Colchester Dutch Church shortly before March 
12, 1600-1. Called to the London Church he was inducted as Minister there towards the 
. end of 1644. He married as a widower, after banns published in the Austin Friars’ 
Church, June 14, 1649, Susanna Greffier, widow of Abraham de Clerk of Maidstone. Mr. 
Proost was mentioned by Morant [iii, p. 177] asa Master of the Colchester Free School. 
He died 1668 and was buried August 4th at S' Nicholas, Colchester. 

d 1618-1620. JoanNEs DE MEULENAER, born in England, was a Student of Theology at Leyden 
University, April 14, 1616, then 25 years old. He was appointed temporary Minister of 
the Colchester Church at the Colloquy of the Dutch Churches assembled in London, June 
3, 1618. He was suspended by the Colchester Consistory, circa July 9, 1620, and soon 
after ceased to serve at that church, but was about June, 1624, inducted Minister of the 
Maidstone Dutch Church. Resigning this charge about June, 1639, he went to London. 
He was married before 1618 when living at Colchester, and on June 25, 1639, attestation 
was given by the Maidstone Church to him and his wife Abigail. He married secondly, as 
shel at the London Dutch Church, May 6, 1645, Susanna Beke, widow of William 

. ildrake. 

e¢ 1627-1664. Tuomas CooL, born at Colchester, was recommended as Minister to the Dutch 
ra Church there, July 19, 1627, and was appointed before August 12 of this year. He died

He married Sara Ward (? granddaughter 
of James Ward of Essex, and his wife Elizabeth Endraerts of Ghent, widow of Heindrick 
d'Hertoge, married at the Dutch Church, London, January 22, 1596) " whom he had 
four daughters and a son, Samuel (born 1679-1690), vide London Dutch Church Registers. 
He was buried in the Austin Friars’ Church, June 19, 1700. 

d 1668-1675. JOANNES DE Smit, born (?) at Middleburg, inducted Minister about August 21, 
1668, and died at Colchester between November 7 and December 15, 1675. He married 
(?) firstly, Gerarda ——. Josyna, daughter of Johannes de Smit and Gerarda, was 
baptised at the Colchester Dutch Church, February 23, 1670, who married at Middleburg, 
1687, Jan Walleran Sandra, Burgomaster there; secondly, Johanna Verpoort. Johannes, 
son of the late Domine Johannes de Smit and Johanna Verpoort, was baptised January 7, 
1676, at this Church. John de Smit was also Rector of St Mary’s Church, Colchester. 

e 1676-1679. JoANNES VosBuRGH, of Zeeland. Appointed Minister, Dutch Church, Colchester, 
shortly before 23 May, 1676, being then abroad, but he appeared to have entered on his 
duties before 11 June, 1676, when a fresh hand entered the baptisms of the church. He 
died at Colchester, 31 January, 1678-9, after eight days illness, aged 30. 

{ 1679. AprIAEN Hover, son of Willem Gilliszoon Hoijer, Secretary of the town Brill, and 
Elizabeth van Hoogwerff, born there 26 July, 1656. Student of Theology at Leyden 
University, April 21,1677. Appointed Minister of the Colchester Church about M 23, 
1678-9. He was Minister of Brill 7 Dec., 1679 ; of Zwartewaal, 1680; of Maarsluis, 1685 ; 
and married Maria Burcken. 

1684. RupoLpHus LoppErus, Appointed 18 March, 1684, but was taken ill 4 July, 1684.

a “ When Colchester was beseeged for 3 months in the year 1648 by Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
General of the Parliament Army, there was a Fine set upon the Towne, because they 
should not bee plundered by the Soldiers, the sume of £12,000 coartpe where of 
£6,000 was layd upon the Dutch Congregation, which was the Half of the Fine ; 
and how just it was, wee leave God and all sober people to judge! Besides, when 
£2,000 were returned for the Inhabitants that were poor and sufferers in the siege, 
we expected half of it for our Dutch poor: We could, with some trouble, at last, get 
out of the Town One hundred pounds.” 


PETITION FROM THE DuTcH CONGREGATION FOR AN ABATEMENT IN THE SAID SUM. 


b To the Worshipful Mr. Mayor, the Aldermen, and the rest of the Commissioners appointed 
by the Councell of Warre under his Excellency the Lord Fairfax, for the levying of 
the ten thousand pounds for the Army and the one [sic] thousand pounds for the 
releefe of the Poore to redeeme this towne from plundering. 

Your Petitioners, in behalf of the whole body of the Dutch Congregation in 
Colchester, most humbly represent unto your Worships, that having understood this 
morning from your Worships, that Six thousand pounds of the aforesaid summe is 
required from the Dutch Congregation: which imposition having been weighed 
us, wee clearly perceive it will prove the utter undoing and reunation of the w 
Congregation. For may it please your Worships to consider that many of us have 
lost the principall part, and many a greate part of theyr estates, partly by firing, 
partly by scattering of theyr commodities abroad in the country, where 
workmen and spinners have made sayle of them; and thereby wee are extremely 
damnified. Also the Poore of our Congregation are encreased to a great number 
and theyr necessities very great, insomuch that if the aforesayd great summe of 
mony be still of us required, we are not able to subsist or remaine a Congregation, 
but shall be undone and disenabled for the future. 

Wherefore we humbly request your Worships to take this businesse into 
serious consideration, and in your clemency to ordaine that so much as possible of 
this te sume may bee taken off, and wee might have a subsistence and ability — 
to releeve the poore and to set them at worke. And we shall ever pray for the 
choice blessings of the Almighty upon your Worships.

a A letter to the Bailifes, &c. of the towne of Colchester. Wheras we wrote heretofore unto 
you about certeine Dutchmen that dyd inhabit in the towne of Halsted in Essex, and did use 
the trade of making of bayses there, and sithence conceaving some dislike ageainst some of 
that towne that offred them discortesie (thoughe generally the people of that contry did 
greatly affect them), did withdraw them selves from thence and went to inhabit within that 
towne of Colchester, and that you should deale with those strangers to retire them selves and 
inhabit ageaine in the said towne of Halstead, in which cawse we are enformed you have not 
yet performed any thing to the contentes and meaning of our former letters. Forasmuch as 
the said place is very convenient for that trade, and as well the people there as the gentlemen 
of the contrie do greatly affect them and desire that the same trade being there begunne 
may ageaine be continued, these shalbe therfore to require you to take ordre for the sendin 
of the parties hereundre named, or els to make choise of six other that do use that art cae 
facultie of making baies, being now resident there, to be sent thither, to th’ end that some 
suche nomber, if not the whole (which is rather desired), may repaire ageaine to the towne of 
Halstead to inhabit there. And by cawse they shall not doubt to have the like discortesies or 

any injury hereafter to be offred them, we have appointed certeine of the Justices of the 
Peace theraboutes not only to see that such of that contry people as shall inhabit there shalbe 
well intreated and used with all courtesie, but in like manner if any variance shall arise

James by the Grace of God, ete. To all and singular our Justices of Peace, Officers, Minis- 
ters, and subiects what soever, Greetinge. Whereas our Privie Councell beinge dulie informed - 
eA the Justices, Bailiffs, and other Magistrates of our Towne of Colchester, how beneficiall the 

ngers of the Dutch Congregation there have been and are unto our Saide Towne as well 

in replenishinge and beauwtifying of it, as for theire trades which they dailie vse there, sett- 
on worke manie of our poore people and subiects both within the saide towne and in other 

our Townes and places therabouts; and alsoe of the orderlie and peaceable governement of 
ire Congregacion for matter of Religion, without nouveltie devision or scandall: did uppon 
our pleasure signified in that behalf by order of the Seaventh of Auguste in the tenth yeare of 
our Raigne of England France and Ireland, and the Sixt & fortith of Scotland, establishe and 
confirme unto them all priviledges liberties immunities and freedomes conteyned as well in 
diverse former orders, as used and tollerated unto them for manie yeares in the raigne of our 
late deare Sister, Queene Elizabeth, of happie memorie, and since: knowe yee that we the 
better to strengthen and testifie the saide order, and to suppresse all disturbances and molesta- 
tions offered or that maie bee offered unto the saide straungers of the Dutch Congregation in 
Colchester by anie factious or troublesome persons, and for the more free and quiett usage of

And wee doe by these presents for us our heires and successors 
straightlie chardge prohibit and forbidd all and everie person and persons whatsoever that 
they nor anie of them presume or attempte to sue impeach disturbe moleste or anie waies to 
trouble the saide Straungers of the Dutche Congregacion in Colchester nowe being, or which 
hereafter shall bee, for or concerninge anie the premisses upon paine of our high displeasure and

For Merchants that they must understand the King’s pleasure that they must observe 
these things following :— 

That for an acknowledgment of the King’s favour that they enioye divers liberties 
forbidden vnto them by the Lawes, not of right but of grace, they paye to his Ma“® Receivour 
to this speciall purpose appointed £1 6s. 8d. per annum, by quarterly payment. That they 
must not sell by retaile any merchandize they import hither to the hinderance of y® English 
shopkeepers, our English Merchants in their owne natiue Country being tyed to that Rule: 
Nor must sell to Country Chapmen, or to faires or Marketts, but to the Retaylour English. 
That Such of them as export the natiue commodities of this Kingdome may doe it as freely as 
they were woont. But for such wares or merchandize of this kingdome as they buy here & 
sell win the Kingdome againe, either to Merchant or Retaylour, they are to pay upon a nett 
or true account, half so much as by the booke of Rates, the custome of those wares (wout 
import) would come unto, to the King’s use in liew of custome, or else to relinquish that kind 
of trade, which is no other but an ingrossing and forestalling of the marketts from the meer 
English. That the handicrafts men of ordinary mechanicall Trades as Taylours, Shoomakers, 
Joyners, Cowpers, drawers, carvers, Painters, Cloth makers, etc., shall pay to the King’s use, 
for an acknowledgement of the King’s favour unto them to use the trades they have not 
served for as apprentices according to the Lawe :—40* per annwm for the M' of the family ; 
20° per annum for every servant stranger; and 10° per annum for every servant English : 
by quarterly payments. That soe he that doth most worke in the prevencion of the English 
shall pay most, according to an equall proporcion. But for such apprentices English as they 
retaine by Indenture according to the Law to pay nothing at all. 

If any be so poor that they are not in truth ftitt to paye at all, as living upon the benevo- 
lence of others, and this doe soe appear upon the certificate of the Minister & Elders of that 
corgregacion w*" they are of, such to be wholly discharged from payment. But all of them, as 
well poor as rich, to submitt themselves to the government of the English of that trade they 
professe, for true and orderly workmanshipp. The straungers are to deliver truly the names 
of their servants and apprentices under their own hands, wherin, if they deale falsely in their 
informacion, they shall undergo the damages of the lawes at their perills. 

They who receive apprentices are to binde them for y* time to come by Indentures accord- 
ing to the law and according to the orders of y® Citty or Towne they live in, as the English 
must. But for the time past the King is pleased for such as are setled already to dispense w™ 
them as for a common errour under the cundicions directed by y® Commission. 

For other Trades w™ work by the peece and are such trades as the English use as well as 
y® Strangers, as Weavers, Dyers, Chandlers, to the end the English may have some encourage- 
ment not to bee underwrought as under sold, these are to pay the rate allready sett downe 
under the King’s hand, or by consent to reduce it to a quarterly payment. That such course 
as is thus directed for them who dwell in or about London be also observed for those of 
Norwich, Canterbury, Sandwich, Colchester and other townes & places where Strangers 
inhabite and are setled. 

But for such Strangers as are yet unsetled & unmarryed, whersoever they are or abide, 
they are to putt themselves re vera into Service or departe the Land, or undergoe the penalties 
of the Lawes. 

That for the new draperies such straungers as have privilidge graunted unto them for 
government of their trade may continue them under the cautions aboue directed.

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AN ACT FOR THE REGULATING OF THE TRADE OF BAY MAKEING 
IN THE DUTCH BAY HALL IN COLCHESTER 1660. 


Statute 12 Car. IL, c. 22. 


Whereas by the speciall Favour of Queene Elizabeth there was a Congregation of Dutch 
people tolerated to practise the Art & Trade of Bay & Say makeing in the Towne of Colchester 
in the County of Essex, and for the upholding the Credit of the said Trade, and for the 
avoiding & punishing all Unjust & Fraudulent dealings therein, there have beene diverse and 
laudable Orders & Constitutions made, which were confirmed by Letters Patent under the 
Great Seale of England in the tenth yeare of King James and by severall orders made by the 
late Kings Privy Counceell, the strict & exact Execution of which s* orders & constitutions by 
the Governours of the Dutch Bay Hall, there hath brought that kinde of Drapery into high 
credit, not onely at home but alsoe in Forraigne parts; & that by reason of the said Trade 
many thousands of poore people, both within the st Towne of Colchester and places thereabout, 
are dayly imployed & sett to worke. Notwithstanding which said orders & the care of the 
Governours of the s? Dutch Bay Hall, many fraudulent & deceitful commodities & slight & 
naughty Bays have beene & dayly are by the secret & crafty practices of some men made in 
the s? Towne, & are weekely brought & conveyed to London by certaine persons useing the 
Trade of buying & selling of Colchester Bayes before such time as the s? Bayes have beene 
viewed, searched, measured, & sealed, by the sworne officers of the said Dutch Bay Hall, 
which said Bayes soe deceitfully & fraudulently made are transported beyond the seas under 
the name & often times with the Seale of Colchester Bayes, whereby the Bayes there made 
are not of that Credit & Esteeme as formerly, For the preventing of which s* practices & 
deceits Bee it enacted ete. ‘ 


I, [Confirmation of the Privileges of the Dutch Bay Hall.] 


II. That from & after Sept. 20, 1660, all Bays Made at Colchester must be carried to the 
Dutch Bay Hall called the Raw Hall and searched ete. Bays known by the name of 
“fower & fiftyes, Sixtyes Sixty-Eights, Eightyes & hundred Bayes.” 

Fullers or thickers working any Bays not stamped—Penalty 40°: in case of English Bays, 
to go to the Mayor & Commonalty, for the poor of the town; & in case of Dutch Bays, 
to the Governour of the Bay Hall, for use of the poor of the Duteh Congregation ; 
second offence 5'; third offence, not to be permitted to worke any more within Col- 
chester or its Liberties. 


III No Bays to be carried out of the town until searched and stamped. Penalty, half the 
value of the Bays to go to the poor of the Parish where seized ; half to the seizer. 


IV. Counterfeiting Seal of Corporation or Congregation of Dutch Bay Hall, or unduly 
affixing Seals: first offence, 20'; second, Pillory ; third, felony & forfeiture of Bays. 


V. Power to Governours of Dutch Bay Hall to Search carts & packs & houses, efe. with a 
constable. Deceitful Bays forfeited. 


VI. Power to Governours of Dutch Bay hall to make orders by-laws and constitutions. 
VII. Such orders, efe., to be examined & i by the Lord Chancellor, Lord Treasurer, or 
e 


Chief Justices, or any three of them, or by the Justices of Assize in their Circuit 
in Essex, upon paine of 20! for every time they shall do the Contrary. 
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. A LETTER FROM THE MASTER OF THE ROLIS TO THE MAYOR OF 
COLCHESTER RESPECTING THE DUTCH WEAVERS. 1678. 


Hoitman MS. CoLcHester CastTLeE; AND Hitt CoLiection, No. 41. 


Rolls, April the 17th, 1678. 
Mr. Mayor, 

I have lately received a letter from the Governors of the Dutch Congregation and ’tis 
possible, as they state their case, there may bee cause to complaine, but what to doe or resolve 
seems to me to bee very difficult, and the consequence thereof in many respects dangerous, 
I wust therefore desire you to advise with your brethren whether the Dutch at their first 
planting themselves their and then voluntarily maintaining their own poore without charge 
to the English bee now compellable to continue the same. Consider well if any necessity 
should make the Dutch Congregation dissolve themselves, whether the Act for regulating the 
Dutch Bay-trade will not thereby become voide, there being none to execute the same, and soe 
consequently the trade destroyed, which you know will tend to the utter undoeing of the 
poore bay-makers, spinsters, and others that depend upon that trade and to the great damage 
of the Towne: for by dissolving of their congregation the dutyes they paid to the Corporation 
will likewise vanish and come to nothinge. And therefore it is a businesse that requires a 
most serious and tender consideration, and for that purpose I desire when you come to London 
that you would with Sir John Shawe speake with me at the Rolles, where wee may consult 
Biatther before any thing more be done thereon: for if I understood anythinge this is an 
undoeinge point and wisely to be accommodated with most circumspect deliberation—and soe 
with the remembrance of my kindest respects to your selfe and the rest of the Aldermen 
yo" brethren, I remaine,
